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COMMITTEE ORGANIZES 


TO HANDLE EXCEPTED CITIES 





» Actual Work Will Begin Oct. 16—Farm - 


Agency Question Up—Rules Go 
Into Effect 





Excepted cities will be tackled by a 
subcommittee of the joint conference 
committee of the Western Union and 
Western Insurance Bureau Oct. 16. 
This date follows both the annual meet- 
ing of the union and the midyear meet- 
ing of the bureau, at which representa- 
tives of each organization will endeavor 
to get sentiments from various mem- 
bers on the subject. The large cities 
make one of the biggest problems of 
the cooperation work. The union has 
six cities in which its commission 
rules have never been applied. The 
bureau has these same six and seven 
others. 

Big City Reform Alluring 

Members of both organizations are 
exceedingly anxious to change condi- 
tions in these cities and the prospect of 
accomplishing something along this 
line was directly responsible for some 
companies coming in from the out- 
side. Most companies feel that ex- 
penses in the larger centers, where the 
cost of living is higher, will always be 
greater, but as a whole, they feel that 
the difference between the commission 
paid in such places and elsewhere is 
too great. There are those managers 
also who argue that with all companies 
paying lower commissions the local 
agents and legitimate brokers will be 
benefited in the long run. The agents 
and brokers at these points are vitally 
interested in this work and will, no 
doubt, take some action regarding the 
matter. Many agents have already 
visited their companies to talk matters 
over. 

Rules of Practice Passed 

The first meeting of the committee was 
held last week, immediately following the 
meeting of the joint conference commit- 
tee. Charles E. Sheldon of the American 
was elected chairman and Charles R. 
Street of the Fidelity-Phenix, secretary. 
Nothing further than organization was 


accomplished and the date set for the 
first meeting. 
At the conference committee session a 
full book of rules governing practices 
was passed upon. In acordance with the 
agreement these rules must be ratified by

WESTERN UNION IN SESSION 








Depredations by Lloyds and Brokers 
to be Considered—Will Act 
on Rules Today 





(Prom a Staff Correspondent) 
Atlantic City, N. J., Sept. 18.—The 
Western Union opened its annual meet- 
ing here today with a large attend- 
ance. The eastern contingent turned 
out in goodly numbers. The new mem- 
bers—Manager J. J. McDonald of the 
Connecticut, Manager J. L. Whitlock 
of the Glens Falls and President C. R. 
Peck of the County Fire—made their 
bows at this morning’s session. Presi- 
dent Fred S. James in his address re- 
ferred to the increasing competition of 
Lloyds and outside companies, cutting 
rates, using broad forms and employ- 
ing unorthordox practices. He said 
that some large city brokers were per- 
niciously active in this respect and 
local boards seem ineffective in con- 
trolline the depredations. Much com- 
plaint comes from local agents in the 
smaller points that their business is 
being pillaged. The governing com- 
mittee in its report cited similar con- 
litions and urged the appointment of 
a special committee to investigate and 
recommend what can be done to remedy 
che situation. 
Review Cooperative Agreement 
President James called attention to 
he need of uniform schedules through- 
out the country. The various rating 
organizations, he said, followed no rule 
yut their own, resulting in a multi- 
slicity of schedules. He referred to 
che new agreement with the bureau 
and said that there had not been suf- 
icient time elapsed to try it out, but 
the result so far indicates its success. 
He said the general good must be kept 
in mind and a certain amount of sacri- 
fice is necessary. He advocated giving 
more authority to the joint conference 
committee to deal with exigencies that 
arise. A similar recommendation was 
made by the governing committee. The 
governing committee reviewed the re- 
sults of the new cooperative agreement 
and urged members faithfully to ob- 
serve the rules as to expense reduction 
and not permit agents to use schemes 
to circumvent the rules. 
Covers Many Subjects 
The governing committee paved the 
way for the national board to take 
over the legislative bureau conducted 
by O. B. Ryon. In the extension of

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UNIFORM BLANKS READY 
REPRESENT SIX YEARS’ WORK 





Committee of National Agents’ Asso- 
ciation Submits Samples to Com- 
panies—To Report at Atlanta 





After more than six years of hard 
work the committee on uniform blanks 
of the National Association of Local 
Fire Insurance Agents has prepared 
forms which it believes all fire com- 
panies can accept to their advantage 
and to the advantage of the local 
agents of the country. The matter has 
been in the hands of a subcommittee, 
composed of E. H. A. Correa, vice- 
president of the Home of New York; 
Henry Evans, president of the Conti- 
nental and Fidelity-Phenix, and C. F. 
Hildreth, chairman of committee of 
local agents. They have gone over the 
blanks of nearly every fire company 
in the United States and are unanimous 
in their approval of the forms pre- 
pared. These have been carefully and 
fully tested. 

What Banks Are Submitted 

The blanks, all of which are type- 
writer size, are fire policy and daily 
report, tornado policy and daily report, 
account current blank for graded com- 
mission agencies (two sizes), account 
current blank for flat commission 
agencies (two sizes), and endorsement 
blank. Samples of these were sent out 
to all companies Saturday last, and 
the accompanying letter states that the 
committee does not contend that these 
forms are superior to those used by 
any one or more companies, but it is 
believed that they are thoroughly prac- 
ticable in every way, that they pro- 
vide for all the data required, and that 
they conform as closely as possible to 
the average blanks in general use. The 
committee realizes that standardization 
of blanks requires mutual concessions 
all along the line, but believes the com- 
paries at this time may be properly 
asked to make what individual sacri- 
fices are required. 

: Some Already Adopted 

The committee hopes to have a large 
number of replies before the annual 
convention of the association at At- 
lanta, Ga., in October. It will make 
its report at that time. The members 
are C. F. Hildreth of Freeport, chair- 
man; Lyman M. Drake of Chicago, 
James P. Thomson of Minneapolis and 
Paul B. Gaylord of Denver. They have 
found many companies willing and 
anxious to cooperate and some have 
already adopted some of the blanks. 
A new argument has been found in the 
proposal of W. N. Johnson, western 
manager for the Insurance Company 
of North America, for a printing and 
lithographing plant to be owned and 
operated by the companies. Uniform 
blanks would be another means of 
cutting the enormous printing bills 
which the companies are paying. 

Standard Fire Policy 


Comment is printed in red on each 
blank. The comment on the standard fire 
policy follows: 

“This is the form of fire policy ap- 

roved by the insurance department of 

ew York and is made mandatory in that 
state. While suitable changes will of 
course be required in adapting the policy 
for use in other states having standard 
policy laws, and by those New York com- 
— which operate under the safety 

md law of that state, it is believed 
that the general arrangement is an ex- 
cellent one that may properly become 
the standard throughout the country, ex- 
cept for the present in the three or four 
states in which a typewriter form of 
policy is prohibited; and in those states 
as as the prohibition ceases. The 
policy, daily report and duplicate daily 
report are to be manifolded together in 
the typewriter, all blank lines being prop- 
erly spaced for that purpose. It is 
strongly urged that this uniform arrange- 
ment be preserved. The faint line in 
upper right hand corner of policy regis- 
ters with the space for policy number on 
daily report. If agents are instructed to 
duplicate the policy number on this line 
it will show in proper place on daily

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J. H. SOUTHGATE’S OPINION 


President of National Association of 
Local Agents Gives Views on 
Graded Commission Results 








In the symposium on graded com- 
missions, which is being conducted by 
the Journal of Commerce, J. H. South- 
gate, of Durham, N. C., president of 
the National Association of Local 
Agents, writes as follows: 


Respecting graded commissions, wheth- 
er the agent secures a larger return 
and in the end whether he is benefited by 
this method of compensation, there is a 
larger return to the agent, say an aver- 
age of 3 percent, but against this must 
be charged his postage account and the 
services rendered by him in the adjust- 
ment of small losses, with the added loss 
which must come from the increased com- 
petition due to the appeal which the high- 
est commission paid, 25 percent, makes 
to that class of men who go into the in- 
surance business solely from mercenary 
motives. The added expense of account- 
ing under this method, amounting to a 
nuisance to both companies and agents, 
should not be overlooked. The greatest 
value of the graded commission has come 
through the “uniformity of pay” idea, by 
which much unfair competition should be 
eliminated. Our estimate, upon the whole, 
is that the net return under this plan 
would not exceed 16 to 16% percent and 
that on the usual profit-sharing basis not 
over 18 percent. Whether this 1 or 1% 
percent net increase over the former 15 
percent plan will compensate for the loss 
through increase of agency appointments 
cannot now be determined.

Buffalo Meeting Most Profitable in Re- 
sults—President Straub Reelected 
for Third Term 





The establishment of a permanent 
headquarters at some central location, 
Chicago preferably; the appointment of 
a permanent secretary to devote his 
entire time to the work; a nation wide 
campaign to strengthen the organiza- 
tion; legislative problems; the support 
of the fire prevention movement; edu- 
cation on fire prevention and the chem- 
istry of fire in public schools; rein- 
surance laws; a standard policy; fire 
marshal departments; postal privileges; 
the lightning rod question and automo- 
bile insurance were some of the main 
subjects discussed at the seventeenth 
annual convention of the National As- 
sociation of Mutual Insurance Com- 
panies which was held at the Lafayette 
hotel, Buffalo, last week. 

The convention was one of the most 
profitable from the standpoint of results 
that the national association has yet 
held. The attendance was not as large 
as at some previous meetings, but every 
session was filled with excellent ad- 
dresses and helpful discussions. 

Speakers at Convention 

The addresses covered a wide range 
of important subjects. W. E. Straub 
of Lincoln, Neb., gave the president’s 
annual address. “Fire Prevention” was 
the subject of an address by Franklin 
H. Wentworth, secretary of the Na- 
tional Fire Protection Association.

Louisville Life and Fire Companies 
Either in New Home Offices or 
Will Be Soon 








Home office buildings are epidemic in 
Louisville. Four life companies and 
the Great Southern Fire have either 
just moved into or will within the next 
year occupy their own domiciles. And 
all of these structures are such that 
the companies and Louisville may well 
be proud of them. The Inter-Southern 
Life will move into its own twenty- 
story building Oct. 1; the Southern 
National Life has just approved plans 
for a twenty-five story building; the 
Citizens Life has just taken possession 
of its new $150,000 edifice and the 
Commonwealth Life is now negotiating 
for a site. The Great Southern Fire 
has begun work on an eighteen-story 
building. The United American Fire 
of Frankfort, Ky., has purchased one 
of the best office buildings in that city. 





Brief on Classification 

New York, Sept. 18.—(Special.)—The 
New York Insurance Department has 
issued a brief on classification, in 
which it gives, in parallel columns, op- 
posing views by prominent fire under- 
writers as to the importance of classifi- 
cations in the making of rates. The 
feeling of the department is that the 
underwriters are at sea on classifica- 
tion, but are trying to ward off enforced 
publication of their experience. It is 
unlikely this will be advised by Super- 
intendent Emmet, chairman of the 
commissioners’ committee on classifica- 
tion, but probable that action will be 
taken towards requiring adoption on a 
fixed date of a uniform system of 
classification by companies throughout 
the country. The dissatisfaction of the 
New York department because under- 
writers fail to agree on the importance 
of classification is plain to see.

We had no particular desire for a larger 
capital; but severa] states have laws re- 
stricting lines and kinds of business of 
companies having $200,000 capital, and we 
wished to have and give our agents the 
larger liberty given a larger capital.”

Sole Agencies and “Definition of 
Agents’ Rights” Also Approved 
By Ohio Men 





At the annual convention of the Ohio 
local agents’ association last week, 
resolutions were adopted endorsing the 
fire prevention movement and reaffirm- 
ing the principles of the National as- 
sociation. 

The resolutions were as* follows: 


Resolved: That the thanks of this 
association are due and hereby given to 
the mayor of Columbus for his kindly 
words of greeting and also to the local 
agents of Columbus for the good will 
manifested and for courtesies extended 
to the visiting agents. 

Resolved: That we recognize and ap- 
prove the great work that is being done 
by the Ohio State Fire Prevention Asso- 
ciation in lessening the fire waste of the 
state. 

Resolved: That we commend the work 
that is being done by municipal authori- 
ties, the state fire marshal and other 
state authorities in their work of in- 
struction of the public along fire preven- 
tion lines. 

Resolved: That the association recon- 
curs in the efforts to raise the standard 
of agency qualification and will lend it- 
self to the furthering of any plans and 
suggestions resulting from the present 
discussion of this subject by the National 
association and suggest the executive 
committee endeavor to get a law adopted 
in the state regarding qualification. 

Resolved: That we reapprove the reso- 
lution adopted last year relative to agents’ 
expirations, believing that there is no 
more important principle of our plat- 
form than that designed to protect the 
local agent in his right to the benefit of 
and value in his renewals and that local 
agents will do well to know that the 
companies to whom they are giving their 
services are committed in practice to the 
‘Definition of Agents’ Rights” promul- 
gated by the National association. 

Believing also that our cooperation list 
should be in practice what we say it is, 
we call upon the National association to 
take cognizance of any companies known 
to be violating for any reason the spirit 
or letter of the definition referred to, to 
the end that no such company shall be 
retained upon this list. 

We further believe that the part played 
and to be played by the agents in the 
successful and continued upbuilding of 
the fire insurance companies in this coun- 
try warrants under all, circumstances a 
broad acceptance by companies of the 
principles set forth by the National asso- 
ciation upon this subject. 

Resolved: That we approve the rule of 
agency representations of the National 
Association of Local Fire Insurance 
Agents, and we pledge our cooperation 
with and support of companies, by pref- 
erence or otherwise, who adhere to sole 
agencies without seeking to evade the 
principle and undermine the practice by 
operating dual agencies. 

Resolved: That we pledge ourselves in- 
dividually to carry out the principles that 
our organization stands for, and pledge 
to lend our individual assistance to help 
and support our members in carrying out 
the resolutions adopted and the principles 
of the organization.

Improper Waiver Clause 


Cadillac, Mich., agents are receiving 
requests for erasure of an improper 
railway subrogation waiver clause 
from policies issued to the Cadillac 
Veneer Company. The clause reads: 


It is understood and agreed that the 
switch tracks on the premises are utilized 
by the Ann Arbor railroad company for 
the movement of merchandise belonging 
to the assured, in consideration of which 
the assured has waived its rights to re- 
cover from said railway company on ac- 
count of fires resulting from the operat- 
ing of locomotives or cars, and this com- 
pany waives any right. that it may 
acquire, by subrogation or otherwise, to 
recover from said railroad company in 
case of fires originating from any source. 


This clause is in conflict with union 
requirements, as in no case must a rail- 
way waiver clause waive the insurer’s 
right of recovery, but must be a simple 
acknowledgment on the part of the 
insurer, as per the following advisory 
form: 


Notice is hereby acknowledged that 
the assured has waived the right of re- 
covery from .....-....+++% railway com- 
pany for any damages by fire to the prop- 
erty described herein or affected thereby.

MANY ILLINOIS ARSON CASES 


Deputy S. Legreid of Centralia Secures 
Three Convictions and Several In- 
dictments in Benton County 


Acting State Fire Marshal F. R. 
Morgaridge of Illinois reports the fol- 
lowing prosecutions for the week end- 
ing Sept. 14, 1912. 

The case of the People vs. Jane Har- 
ris, Robert Russell and Lorenzo Wilker- 
son, for burnnig to defraud was tried in 
the circuit court of Franklin county at 
Benton, Ill., last week, and the jury re- 
turned a verdict of guilty. They were 
given an indeterminate sentence of from 
one to ten years in the penitentiary. They 
were accused of burning a dwelling in 
which they lived for the purpose of real- 
izing on an insurance policy which they 
had taken out on their furniture in the 
American of Newark. The case was ably 
prosecuted by State’s Attorney George 
Hickman, assisted by Assistant State’s 
Attorney Robert EB. Hickman. 

When the case of the People vs. Jonice 
Kloptowski was called in the circuit 
court at Benton, Franklin county, IIL, 
last week, it was found that the foreman 
of the grand jury had failed to sign the 
indictment and the defendant was dis- 
charged. Witnesses were immediately 
summoned by the fire marshal’s depart- 
ment and the case again presented to the 
grand jury, and an indictment was re- 
turned on Sept. 14 for burning to defraud. 
This case will likely come to trial at the 
present term of the circuit court of that 
county. 








Whalley Missavage and George Dugan 
of Royalton, Franklin county, Ill., were 
indicted by the grand jury of that county 
on Sept. 14 on a charge of arson and con- 
spiracy to commit a felony. They were 
held to the circuit court under a bond of 
$1,000 each. Deputy State Fire Marshal 
S. Lefreid of Centralia, Ill., worked up 
the cases. 

Jacob Rothschild of East St. Louis, who 
was indicted after an investigation by 
the state fire marshal department on a 
charge of obtaining money by false pre- 
tense, entered a plea of guilty before 
Judge Hadley of Madison county, last 
week, and he was fined $50 and the costs 
of the case. Deputy John H. Richards of 
Granite City, Ill., had charge of this in- 
vestigation and prosecution. 

Charles Hannibal, who was arrested for 
burning the Harrison school house in 
Cartwright township, Sangamon county, 
Ill, and who later made a confession to 
representatives from the state fire mar- 
shal department, afterwards repudiated 
his confession and entered a plea of not 
guilty. He was given a preliminary hear- 
ing before James Reilly, justice of the 
peace, on Saturday, Sept. 14, and held to 
await the action of the next grand jury 
under a bond of $5,000. It is believed 
that there is plenty of evidence to secure 
a conviction even without his confession. 
Deputy A. H. Bogardus, Jr., had charge 
of this investigation. 





WISCONSIN NOTES 


Application for admission to Wiscon- 
sin has been made by the Yorkshire Fire. 

Agents at Chippewa Falls, Wis., have 
substituted a new printed form on the 
plant of the Northwood Furniture Com- 
pany, and embodied the following clause 
which is objected to: 

“It is hereby understood and agreed 
that this company shall be subrogated to 
such rights of recovery from the railroad 
companies as have not at the time of the 
loss been in any manner waived by the 
assured.” 

Monroe, Wis., is considering extending 
the fire limits one block each way. The 
present statute prohibits the erection of 
other than fireproof buildings within one 
block of the public square. 


Agents from Janesville, Wis., are being 
asked to erase from policies issued on 
the Rock River Woolen Mills the 5 per- 
cent exemption clause, the use of which 
the state authorities have ruled against.

BARNUM RETIRES FROM FIELD 
State Agent of Agricultural Buys Into 


Brown & Mann’s Local Agency 
at Kansas City 














Raynolds Barnum, state agent of the 
Agricultural for Missouri, Kansas and 
Oklahoma, has tendered his resignation 
to take effect Oct. 15. On Oct. 1 Mr. 
Barnum will become a member of the 
local agency firm of Brown, Mann & 
Barnum of Kansas City. 

Mr. Barnum, for years, has been 
recognized as one of the leading field 
men in the southwest. He entered the 
business in 1893 as a clerk in the agency 
of Brennan, Love & Co., of Omaha. 
The next year he became inspector in 
the Omaha office of the Glens Falls 
and in 1897 he became special agent of 
that company in Iowa, Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, Missouri and South Dakota. In 
1904 he went with the Northwestern 
National as a special agent for Iowa 
and Nebraska, and in 1907 he took the 
position which he has just resigned, 
that of state agent of the Agricultural, 
with headquarters at Kansas City. 

Mr. Barnum was a speaker at one of 
the Northwest meetings, has served as 
most loyal gander of the Missouri- 
Kansas pond of the Blue Goose, and is 
at present the president of the Mis- 
souri-Kansas Field Club and vice-presi- 
dent of the Missouri Fire Prevention 
Association. In addition to being 
prominent in field work and a man of 
recognized ability, his personality has 
made him one of the most popular men 
in the Missouri-Kansas field. 

The agency with which he is be- 
coming associated is one of the estab- 
lished institutions of Kansas City, hav- 
ing been in existence for twenty-seven 
years.

Passes on Ownership 

The Oklahoma supreme court has 
decided that where an agent buys in 
property at an attachment sale in his 
own name on behalf of another party 
and takes out an insurance policy in 
his own name, later assigning it to the 
real party in interest, the policy is void. 
The court says in the case of the Des 
— Fire vs. W. J. Moon, just de- 
cided: 


The holder of the naked legal title to 
property, without any beneficial use or 
interest therein, has not the uncondi- 
tional and sole ownership of the prop- 
erty within the meaning of a policy of 
fire insurance, providing that the entire 
policy shall be void if the interest of 
the insured be other than unconditional 
and sole ownership of the property in- 
sured, 

A provision of a policy of fire insur- 
ance executed in the Indian territory be- 
fore the admission of the state which 


have power to waive any provision or 
condition of the policy unless such waiver, 
if any, shall be written upon or attached 
to the policy. 





Special Meeting is Held 

A special meeting of the Kansas City 
Fire Underwriters’ Association was 
called last week to discuss ways and 
means of bringing into the organiza- 
tion some of the nonaffiliating agents 
in the city, particularly in the case of 
dual agencies where one representative 
of a company is a member of the club 
and the other is not. The members 
have agreed to try and bring the out- 
= agents of their companies into the 
club. 





Old Agency Divided 
On Sept. 1 the firm of Fradenburg, 
Holmes & Co., of Kansas City, Mo., 
dissolved by mutual consent of the offi- 
cers. The old firm represented the 
North America, Phoenix of Hartford, 
Providence, Washington, Sovereign, Im- 
perial and Prudential Casualty. Two 
agencies resulted from the change. 
The Holmes Insurance Agency, 704 
Dwight building, under the manage- 
ment of W. H. Holmes, Jr., represents 
the North America, Phoenix, Provi- 
dence, Washington and Prudential Cas- 
ualty.

SUITS MAY BE SERIOUS 
Prospects of serious trouble, growing 
out of the suits in Arkansas to collect 
back taxes from the companies under the 
law of 1873, appear to be growing. In 
1875 the legislature enacted another law 
which was less burdensome on the com- 
panies than the old one and they have 
been paying taxes under it ever since. 
If this later law should be declared un- 
constitutional, that would throw the com- 
panies back on the 1873 law and material- 
ly weaken their defense to the present 
suits. It is said that the more the legal 
departments of the companies look intd 
this matter, the less confident they feel. 
The attorney-general of Arkansas also 
points out that if the companies secure 
a ruling that the tax they have been pay- 
ing is a privilege tax, such as that im- 
posed by the law of 1873, they will lay 
themselves open to claims for property 
taxes from the time the new law was 
passed. 





LOOKING FOR AN AGENT 


The Oklahoma insurance department is 
anxious to locate H. R. Martin, who has 
been representing the Farmers Under- 
writers of Fort Worth, an unauthorized 
company, at various places in Oklahoma, 
soliciting business, collecting money and 
giving receipts for it but not delivering 
the policies. At some places he repre- 
sented himself to be a resident of Man- 
gum, Okla., while to R. C. Thomas, edi- 
tor of the Cimarron News at Boise City, 
for whom he wrote a policy, and others, 
he claimed to have headquarters at Okla- 
homa City in the Insurance building. He 
has also claimed at some places to repre- 
sent some of the larger authorized com- 
panies, but the representatives of those 
companies know nothing of him.

WANT THREE-FOURTHS CLAUSE 


Kentucky Farm Underwriters Oppose 
Elimination—Coinsurance Clause 
on Tornado Risks 











The Kentucky Farm Underwriters’ 
Association held a meeting in Louis- 
ville last week, following a call of the 
president, Joseph M. Rogers, of the 
Springfield. The meeting proved to be 
unusually important, and several mat- 
ters that have been under considera- 
tion for some time were gone into. 
There has been some agitation on the 
part of local agents for the elimination 
of the three-fourths value clause on 
farm property, and the organization 
went on record again as opposing any 
withdrawal of this requirement and in- 
sisting that the clause be used on all 
policies covering realty. The applica- 
tion of the 50 percent coinsurance 
clause on tornado business was also 
recommended. The rate on hay in 
barns has been under consideration for 
some time, and following discussion of 
this it was decided to recommend an 
advance of the rate on this class when 
the policy specifically covers it. It is 
probable that a circular embodying 
these points will be prepared by the 
president and sent out to local agents 
and the companies, the representatives 
of which are members of the asso- 
ciation. 





PLAN FOR ANNUAL MEETING 

The October meeting of the executive 
committee of the Kentucky Board of Fire 
Underwriters will be devoted to making 
arrangements for the annual meeting, 
which will be held in November in Louis- 
ville. Verner Kline, special agent of the 
Niagara in Kentucky and Tennessee, is 
regarded as the logical man for the presi- 
dency, succeeding M. B. Russell, of the 
Fireman's Fund. Mr. Kline has been ac- 
tive In the work of the board. J. C. 
Chittenden has been elected a member of 
the executive committee to fill the va- 
ecancy caused by the retirement of R. H. 
Williams, who now has the Liverpool & 
London & Globe in the Tennessee field. 





TRYING LEXINGTON CASES 


Suits of Joseph R. Laswell, trustee in 
bankruptcy of the Ohio Valley Mercan- 
tile Company, Owensboro, Ky., against the 
North British & Mercantile, Firemans 
Fund and Hamburg-Bremen, are being 
tried at Greenville, Ky., this week. The 
company is that in which Charles Cohn 
of Chicago was interested, and evidence 
at the time of the fire and after pointed 
pretty strongly to the existence of a con- 
spiracy to fire the building and collect 
on insurance policies issued by the de- 
fendant companies.

The organization of the Nashville In- 
surance Association with M. A. Spurr 
president and Robert H. Fite vice-presi- 
dent means that the Nashville Board of 
Fire Underwriters and the Nashville Fire 
Insurance Exchange will discontinue oper- 
ations, it is thought. 

The local board of Anderson, 8. C., has 
endorsed the resolution adopted by the 
Intercity Conference at Buffalo June 24, 
expressing unqualified approval of the 
sole agency principle and disapproval of 
the course of those companies that oper- 
ate underwriters’ agencies. 


The Texas state insurance board has or- 
dered a reduction of 10 percent on con- 
tents of brick mercantiles in towns hav- 
ing a key rate of 81 cents or over.

report and the serious ‘danger of 
omission of policy number will be ob- 
viated. Especial attention is called to 
the ample space allowed for the name of 
the assured, sufficient for very long titles; 
to the clear and orderly arrangement of 
dates of commencement and expiration, 
and to the wide margin at the bottom of 
the page, allowing the date of counter- 
signature to be written on the type- 
writer. These are especially important 
features in which many policies now in 
use are defective. It is recommended 
that the same general arrangement be 
used in the dwelling house and tornado 
policies.” 

Comment on Daily Report 

The comment on the daily report is: 

“This blank is designed to be mani- 
folded with the policy and duplicate daily 
report where the duplicate system is used. 
It will be noted that the questions pro- 
vide for all the information required by 
any considerable number of companies, 
but that the additional information re- 
quired by individual companies may be 
asked for in the square provided for that 
purpose; thus preserving uniformity in 
the general arrangement. It is realized 
that the number of questions is some- 
what in excess of those now asked by 
most companies, but the committee felt 
that it could best secure the cooperation 
of all companies by providing for very 
full information; and that, even from the 
agent’s standpoint, the number of ques- 
tions would not be objectionable in view of 
the uniformity of their arrangement. It 
is recommended that the same form be 
used for dweling house dailies, most of 
the questions being equally applicable to 
that report. Attention is called to the 
fact that this blank may be filed in the 
vertical files now in general use, the 
policy number being perfectly accessible 
when s0 filed.” 


Daily Report Questions 

The amount, rate and premium and the 
“fill in” on the policy registers with simi- 
lar spaces on the daily report. In the 
upper left hand corner of the report are 
spaces to show whether the risk is shown 
on the fire map and if so the volume and 
page; the street name and number; and 
the commission. In the upper right hand 
corner is space for the old policy number 
immediately under the number of the new 
policy. At the bottom is space to show 
other lines carried by the company on the 
same risk and on risks within 200 feet. 
On the reverse side are the following 
questions: 1. Total insurance on this risk? 





current? 3. State value and total insur- 
ance carried on each item? 4. Is build- 
ing on leased ground? 5. If so, when does 
lease expire? 6. Is real estate encum- 
bered? Amount? 7. Is personal property 
encumbered? Amount? 8. Value of prop- 
erty mortgaged?

(Spaces are provided for four buildings 
which might be written under one policy.)

Collection Rule in Effect 


Sept. 15 was the date when the collec- 
tion rule of the cooperating agreement 








Agents claim that it is simply impossible 
to make their collections in the time al- 
lowed and state that they cannot make the 
payments on their balances, with the 
question, “What are you going to do 
about it?” The public has been educated 
to regard fire insurance as a credit busi- 
ness, and it is going to take a long time 
to get the idea into their heads that they 
haven't all the time they wish to pay 
their insurance premiums, The local agent 
could get considerable benefit out of the 
ruling if he wished. A statement to the 
assured that the agent was up against it, 
and had to pay his companies, with a re- 
quest that the premium be paid, would 
bring results from many a client who puts 
off paying his premium for no particular 
reason except that he can do so. 
Clerks as Independent Adjusters 

The elimination of fees for adjust- 
ments is also causing the field men a 
lot of extra work. Many agents are re- 
fusing to make adjustments, calling in the 
special agent no matter how small the 
loss, It is felt, however, that this will 
work itself out. The field men will not 
be able to take care of adjustments fast 
enough to satisfy claimants, and the live 
agent is going to get out and make ad- 
justments, whether he gets anything out 
of it or not, simply as a matter of service 
to his patrons. One way of getting around 
the rule has already been found, but the 
companies will not let it get very far. 
This is the setting up in business of one 
of the clerks in the local office as an in- 
dependent adjuster, to whom checks in 
compensation for adjustments are made 
payable. Some companies seem to be 
willing to beat about the bush in this 
fashion, but the practice is not expected 
to go to any length. 

Surveying Agencies a Problem 

Soliciting or surveying farm agencies 
now present a problem for the confer- 
ence committee. The agreement speci- 
fically excepts such agencies from any 
and all terms of the agreement and some 
companies have held that a bureau com- 
pany might plant a soliciting farm agency 
in a union recording agency and vice 
versa. It is feared, however, that such 
a practice would only lead to difficulties. 
It is customary for companies to give 
surveying agents a pad of policies and 
supplies to write what city business they 
can. Should such a thing be done where 
a company of one organization had a sur- 
veying agency in an office which, from 
a recording standpoint, was of strictly op- 
posite complexion, the terms of the agree- 
ment would be violated. This matter will 
probably come up at one of the future 
meetings of the conference committee and 
be ruled upon.

NEWS OF FIRE PREVENTION 


IRE Prevention Day proclamations 
F are now being made by governors 

of western states. Thirteen ob- 
served the day last year and one new 
state, Oklahoma, has been added to the 
list thus far. Governor Lee Cruce of 
that state has issued his proclamation. 
Oct. 9, the anniversary of the great 
Chicago fire, the biggest conflagration 
in history due entirely to the careless 
habits of the American people, is the 
popular date chosen in the middle 
west. The Pacific coast uses April 18, 
the anniversary of the San Francisco 
conflagration, for fire prevention day. 

Thére will be much more interest in 
the observance of the day this year 
than in 1911. The public conscience 
has been quickened materially by the 
good publicity work that is being done 
through various channels. : 

In Illinois, many schools will ob- 
serve Oct. 9, but State Superintendent 
Frank G. Blair is asking schools to 
hold exercises Dec. 6, which will be 
on Friday, the poosne day for such 
exercises in schools, while Oct. 9 
comes on Wednesday. He is mailing 
to all teachers in the state a booklet 
on fire waste prepared for the purpose 
by the Illinois fire marshal depart- 
ment, 








Inspecting Indianapolis 

A survey of the fire fighting and 
water facilities of Indianapolis is be- 
ing made by C. G. Bissell and A. R. 
Andrews of the National Board. It is 
expected the work will extend over six 
weeks or two months. Such a survey 
has not been made since 1906. In 
the meantime all kinds of improve- 
ments have been made in every depart- 
ment of fire protection in an effort to 
meet the requirements of the insur- 
ance companies because of the promo- 
tion of the city from the third class to 
the second. Of these requirements all 
have practically been met but the 
adoption of civil service in the depart- 
ment and the enactment of a building 
ordinance. The latter, however, fol- 
lowing the plan of the National Board, 
is ready for presentation to the council. 





Detroit Mains Weak 

A large part of the northern district 
of Detroit was deprived of fire protec- 
tion for more than an hour on account 
of the bursting of a main last week, 
the occurrence being the eighth since 
the first of the year. An inspection of 
the city’s system of mains has been 
made by Professor Gardner S. Williams 
of the University of Michigan, to find 
out the cause of the breaks, and his 
report stated that the cause was ex- 
cessive pressure caused by two engines 
pumping into one main and recom- 
mended the laying of more mains. Sev- 
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eral years ago the Cadillac plant was 
totally destroyed by fire because the 
department could not get water, owing 
to a broken main, and Detroit insur- 
ance men are therefore alarmed about 
the frequent breaks. 





FIRE CHIEFS ARE IN DENVER 





Favor Inspections by Uniformed Fire- 
men as Best Means to Cut 
Fire Waste 





Denver, Col., Sept. 18.—(Special.)— 
A declaration by resolution that build- 
ing inspection by uniformed firemen is 
the surest way to bring about effective 
fire prevention, adopted by the inter- 
national fire chiefs without a dissenting 
vote, was the feature of yesterday’s 
meeting of the association, now in ses- 
sion at the Albany hotel here. This 
followed a debate on two papers on 
fire prevention and building inspection, 
one by Fred Brodbeck of Salina, Kan., 
and the other by A. M. Schoen, of At- 
lanta, Ga., chief engineer of the South- 
eastern Underwriters’ Association. Dur- 
ing the debate which followed the pa- 
pers, numerous chiefs criticized the un- 
derwriters bitterly for permitting, and 
as they said, “encouraging” the evil 
of over-insurance, which: many of them 
seemed to think was responsible for 
the majority of mercantile fires. This 
position was controverted by Captain 
J. J. Conway, of Cincinnati. All of to- 
day is being spent in the testing of 
apparatus, of which there are nearly 
forty pieces of the most modern motor 
equipment on display in the big audi- 
torium. Last night the association’s 
annual memorial service, honoring the 
seven members who have died within 
the last year, was held. Tomorrow the 
chiefs and their ladies will go up the 
Moffat road and spend the day in 
merrymaking above the snow line. 

The sessions will close Friday. 
There is a noteworthy attendance of 
city officials other than fire chiefs, espe- 
cially safety directors, fire commission- 
ers and chairmen of council commit- 
tees on fire departments. Fully one 
thousand chiefs are present, with a 
large contingent of members of their 
families, and Denver has extended a 
royal welcome, which is being most 
heartily enjoyed and appreciated. The 
electrical decorations of the city are 
superb and other decorations are very 
elaborate. Facilities for every phase 
of the convention could not be bet- 
tered. New York undoubtedly will en- 
tertain next year’s meeting. 





Six Cities Ask Inspections 

At the request either of officers or 
citizens, six cities in Kansas will be 
inspected in the near future by com- 
mittees of the Kansas State Fire Pre- 
vention Association. Arrangements 
were made for the inspections and the 
inspecting committees were appointed 
at an executive meeting of the asso- 
ciation held at the office of Secretary 
E. C. Fox in Topeka, last Monday. 

















That wholesale requests for inspec- 
tions should be sent to the secretary’s 
office is something unusual, and the 
secretary believes is an indication that 
the work of the association is being ap- 
preciated by the public, and that a gen- 
uine sentiment in favor of such work 
is being aroused. 

The cities to be inspected include 
Atchison, Emporia, Hutchinson, Hia- 
watha, Pratt and Madison. The in- 
spections will be made as soon as pos-

CLEANEST TOWN IN KENTUCKY 
Elizabethtown Has Fewest Defective 


Risks Considering Size—Inspect 
Harrodsburg and Paducah 











The meeting of the Kentucky State 
Fire Prevention Association at Eliza- 
bethtown last week was unusually suc- 
cessful, for while the attendance ot 
field men was not as large as at some 
other points, it was adequate for the 
inspection work, and the citizens of 
Elizabethtown showed keen interest in 
the work of bettering conditions from 
a fire prevention standpoint. Frank 
G. Snyder of the Liverpool & London 
& Globe, who is president of the asso- 
ciation; Frank M. Drake, of the North 
America, chairman of the law and ordi- 
nance committee, and John P. Hubble, 
of the National of Hartford, who is 
chairman of the publicity committee, 
were the speakers. It was stated that 
the inspection work developed the fact 
that Elizabethtown has fewer defective 
risks than any other town thus far 
visited, in proportion to population. 
The meeting with citizens was held at 
the courthouse. 

The next two meetings promise to 
be particularly important. The Octo- 
ber session will be held in Harrods- 
burg, which is probably the oldest town 
in the state. The meeting is to be 
held on invitation of citizens, and much 
popular enthusiasm over fire prevention 
work has been stirred up there. It is 
believed accordingly that the inspec- 
tion and conference will be largely at- 





tended. The November session will 
be held a little later in the month than 
usual on account of the Kentucky 
board meeting in Louisville. It will 
take place at Paducah, which is the 
largest city in western Kentucky. 





MORE APPARATUS FOR FLINT 
City officials of Flint, Mich., have been 
authorized by the city council to go to 
Elmyra, N. Y., and place a large order 
for motor-driven fire apparatus for de- 
livery within a year. When this appara- 
tus shall have been installed, it is un- 
derstood that the recommendations of the 
Michigan Inspection Bureau will have 
been carried out sufficiently to warrant 
the raising of the city to class two, with 

the consequent reduction in fire rates. 





REPORT ON BIG LUMBER MILLS 

The General Inspection bureau, of Min- 
neapolis, has made a detailed report on 
the saw mills, planing mills and lumber 
yard of the Virginia & Rainy Lake Com- 
pany, at Virginia, Minn. This is the 
largest plant of its kind in the state. 
The mill yards have a combined storage 
capacity of 160,000,000 feet, with an ad- 
ditional lath yard with a capacity of 
15,000,000 lath. The plant is separated 
into sixteen fire divisions, most of which 
are classed goods. The entire plant is 
subject to conflagration hazard, although 
lumber yards are detached from 200 to 
300 feet from buildings; hazardous fea- 
tures are well cared for; general care 
and cleanliness good. A fairly good two- 
supply dry pipe sprinkler system covers 
most of the main buildings. Risk classes 
fairly good as a whole. 





FPIREPROOFING CLOTH 

Dr. William H. Perkin of the Univer- 
sity of Manchester, England, before the 
Eighth International Congress of Applied 
Chemistry meeting in New York, demon- 
strated a method of fireproofing cloth. 
The process consists in dipping the cloth 
in a salt solution containing tin and then 
into a solution of ammonium sulphate, 
the result being that an oxide of tin is 
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deposited on the fiber of the cloth. The 
demonstrations showed that a match 
could be applied to thin cotton cloth which 
— been treated without setting fire 
to it. 





BIG PERCENT PREVENTABLE 
The Texas state insurance board re- 
ports that out of 8,093 fires in dwelling 
apartment houses, boarding houses and 
private outhouses, from Dec. 10, 1910, to 
date 6,701 or 82.8 percent were prevent- 
able. Out of 9,600 fires in other classes, 
aside from cotton gins and automobiles, 

5,940 or 65 percent were preventable. 


WORKING ON CODE 

Ira H. Woolson, New York, consulting 
engineer for the National Board, met with 
the public safety committee of the In- 
dianapolis city council and urged the 
adoption of the new building code, long 
in preparation by Building Inspector Win- 
terrowd. He recommended that the height 
of office, factory, warehouse and mercan- 
tile buildings be restricted to 200 feet, 
that the area between the fire walls be 
restricted, that division fire partitions be 
provided where there is a large number 
of employes, that automatic sprinklers 
and standpipes be required and that stair- 
ways and elevators be inclosed with fire- 
proof material. Mr. Woolson’s recom- 
mendations will be incorporated in the 
ordinance by Inspector Winterrowd before 
submitting it to the city council. 


FIRE PROTECTION NOTES 


Campbellisville, Ky., will sell a water- 
works franchise Sept. 23. George Gowdy 
and others will purchase it and install 
a plant in the immediate future. 


State Fire Marshal Ahearn of New York 
is asking the state commissioner of edu- 
cation to include a course in fire preven- 
tion and fire fighting in the public school 
curriculum. 


Oliver & Hill, contractors, have begun 
the work of constructing the gravity 
water system designed for Johnson City, 
Tenn. A reservoir holding 7,000,000 gal- 
lons is being built. 


The Sullivan Water Company, Sullivan, 
Ind., has been successful with the test 
well sunk between New Lebanon and 
Merom station and will put down seven 
more and build its power plant there. 


The board of waterworks trustees of 
Evansville, Ind., will make improvements 
costing $50,000 during the next fiscal year. 
A new boiler will be installed at the 
pumping station and additional mains will 
be put down. 

The long-delayed building code, which 
was defeated in the Little Rock, Ark., 
city council a year ago, is being revived, 
and the prospects for its passage are 
good. It is a very elaborate measure, 
modeled after the code approved by the 
National Board. 

A deputy fire marshal has been work- 
ing in St. Cloud, Minn., inspecting build- 
ings with the result that ten structures 
have been condemned. At Winona, Minn., 
a similar action has been taken, following 
an inspection as to the compliance with 
orders issued last spring. Some addi- 
tional buildings were also condemned. 

St. Louis wholesale grocers and dealers 
are asking for time to dispose of their 
stocks of matches before the new match 
law goes into effect. The date was set 
for Oct. 12, but the St. Louis Fire Pre- 
vention Bureau and the insurance men 
are disposed to allow them time to clear 
up on their old stocks. A meeting will 
be held of the jobbers, the mayor 
members of the municipal assembly. 
bureau, to agree upon a plan. The law 
may be repealed and reenacted to take 
effect at a later date.

We ask that suitable reinsurance laws 
be enacted in the several states now de- 
prived of such facilities for lack of legal 
authority. 

We recommend the reappointment of 
the committee on postal privileges, that 
such pressure as possible may be brought 
to bear on Congress as will place the 
mutual property companies on an equal 
footing with the mutual life companies 
in their postal privileges.

and from them secure copies of their re- 
ports and therefrom tabulate a full sta- 
tistical report of the work and growth 
of mutual insurance in the United States, 
classified according to the several plans 
of operating, in order that we may have 
such combined information for the use 
of all our members.

Fire Protection Endorsed 

Resolved, That the National Association 
of Mutual Insurance Companies, assem- 
bled in its seventeenth session, do heartily 
endorse the new publication known as 
Fire Protection, published by The West- 
ern Underwriter Company of Cincinnati 
and Chicago, for its excellent work 
toward the education of the public as a 
whole, insurance men, firemen, property 
owners, manufacturers, architects, busi- 
ness men, etc., on the various phases and 
problems of fire protection, fire preven- 
tion and fire extinction, and do hereby 
suggest that the members of the National 
Association of Mutual Insurance Com- 
panies cooperate with the publishers of 
Fire Protection in making it a great na- 
tional educational monthly along the 
lines we, as mutual companies, are so 
much interested in. 

That this convention recommends that 
such legislation should be obtained in all 
the states not now so provided, as will 
provide for text books and oral instruc- 
tion for the children in our public schools 
in reference to fire waste and its pre- 
vention. 

Pire Prevention a Live Movement 

There is probably no body of fire 
insurance men that devote as much 
time to the fire prevention problem as 
the members of the mutual association. 
The prevention of fires to decrease the

fire waste and make larger dividends 
or savings to the policyholders is 
looked upon as a business proposition 
of great importance. In many states 
the mutuals combine and put two or 
more competent men in the field to do 
nothing but inspection work on the 
property insured in such companies. 
Defects are pointed out, tabulated and 
the assured advised of the existing dan- 
gers and suggested remedies for the 
correction of the conditions found are 
given. If steps are not taken in a cer- 
tain length of time, notices are sent 
out by the companies interested and 
if corrections are not immediately 
forthcoming the companies cancel. 


Cancellations were reported to be few | 


and far between as the notices gen- 
erally bring the looked for results. Fire 
prevention literature is sent out by the 
companies at certain intervals and co- 
operation is given in any fire prevention 
movement. 

It was resolved at the meeting that

ciation. 
Rodded Buildings Exempt 

Much discussion was given to the light- 
ning rod question. Statistics were read 
proving that rodded buildings, where the 
lightning rod systems were standard and 
properly installed, were almost entirely 
exempt from lightning losses. Ways and 
means were discussed to get some sort 
of a system whereby rodded buildings 
should be inspected and not O. K.’d until 


everything in connection with the rodding 
was found to be in accordance with the 
best known plans and. specifications. 

Some companies reported no losses 
whatever on rodded buildings and others 
a very small percentage of loss, which 
could have been prevented had the rodding 
been done properly. Copper rods and 
cables were reported as being the most 
satisfactory systems. Good reductions 
are given by most mutuals now, from the 
rates on buildings, where they are rodded 
for lightning protection. 

Measures toward the universal adoption 
of the system of grounding all wire 
fences were also discussed. It was shown 
that a great percentage of live stock 
losses come from failure to ground wire 


fences. 
Automobile Insurance 


Companies writing automobile insur- 
ance reported that they were writing it 
at from $1.15 to $1.60 per $100 with very 
few losses and that the general run of 
this business was returning good savings 
to the assured. 

In his response to the welcomes ex- 
tended, George T. Ingram of Towanda, 
Pa., said the mutual insurance companies 
had insurance in force in the United 
States of approximately $10,000,000,000, 
paid out annually on an average $26,000,- 
000 in fire losses, and saved their mem- 
bers as policyholders on an average be- 
tween $15,000,000 and $20,000,000 in the 
cost of their insurance. 


Mrs. Hitchcock on Publicity 


Mrs. M. C. Hitchcock of Lincoln, Neb., 
editor and publisher of the official paper, 
the Mutual Insurance Journal, gave an 
interesting address on the right kind of 
publicity. Mrs. Hitchcock said that pub- 
licity of the right kind is the one big 
thing that will assure the growth and 
prosperity of mutual insurance. 

There are psychological moments for 
advertising. A big fire, a destructive tor- 
nado, an electric storm with heavy light- 
ning losses can each be utilized to drive 
home a lesson and appeal to thinking 
people. Companies should neglect noth- 
ing and should be quick to take advantage 
of local conditions favorable to their busi- 


ness. 

Gilbert A. A. Pevey of Boston, chair- 
man of the committee on national affairs, 
presented a report dealing largely with 
the federal income tax and its effect on 
mutual companies. 


Entertainment Features 


A trip to East Aurora, New York, the 
home of Elbert Hubbard and the Roy- 
crofters, was one of the entertainment 
features of the convention. The delegates 
listened to an original address by Fra 
Elbertus himself and were conducted 
through the shops of the Roycrofters and 
entertained at dinner at the Roycroft Inn. 
A trip was also made to Niagara Falls. 

There are now several hundred com- 
panies belonging to the association and 
@ great effort will be made to obtain 











the cooperation of all 2,000 mutual com- 
panies that now operate in the United 
States. 

Plans will be made this year to estab- 
lish permanent headquarters and employ 
a permanent secretary to devote his en- 
tire time to the work. It is hoped that 
this can be accomplished so as to be put 
in force at the next annual meeting.

Etsrimce Gerry Snow, 
president of the Home of New York, 
has achieved this distinction. It 
is most fitting that his friends and 
admirers throughout the country 
should have celebrated with him this 
half-century mark jn such a notable 
career. May there be many mile-stones 
still ahead of him. 





FIRE PREVENTION DAY 

Governors of most of the western 
states have designated October 9, the 
anniversary of the great Chicago fire, 
as Fire Prevention Day. In their 
proclamations they have pointed out 
to the citizens of their several com- 
monwealths the gravity of the present 
national fire loss and the urgent need 
of reducing it. They have exerted their 
official influence to aid the work of con- 
servation. 

The governors have done well. But 
others must take up the good work if 
anything of importance is to be ac- 
complished. A hundred million can- 
not be cut off from the nation’s an- 
nual fire waste merely by proclama- 
tions. There must be incessant agita- 
tion, ceaseless teaching of the same 
old lessons, tireless education work. 

Now is the time when local fire 
agents should come forward and do 
their share. A thousand schools stand 
ready to teach the fire prevention les- 
son, if somebody will show them what 
to teach. A thousand villages will 
heed their chief executive’s advice if 
somebody will take the lead. Let local 
agents in every town take this work of 
leadership upon themselves. Let them 
secure what may be necessary for the 
teachers. Let them arrange programs 
for municipal celebrations of the day, 
or at least give their assistance. The 
COMMITTEE ON PUBLICITY AND EDUCATION, 
510 Royal building, Chicago, has pro- 
grams and literature and is ready to 
give intelligent advice for the asking. 
Let agents take this subject up with- 
out delay with the committee. Do not 
put it off until October and then com- 
plain that the affair was a fizzle be- 
cause of want of time for preparation.

THE EDUCATIONAL MOVEMENT 
Tue EpucaTIONAL BuREAU OF THE DE- 
TROIT CONFERENCE has been organized and 
is at work. It has not yet opened its 
office in Detroit and probably will not 
do so until after the meeting of the 
board of governors of the Bureau oF 
Pusticity of the casualty companies on 
October 8. It is expected that on that 
occasion measures will be considered 
for the consolidation of the educational 
work of all the casualty and surety 
companies in one organization. 

Whether such a course would be 
wise depends very largely upon what 
the line of work is to be. If the or- 
ganizations in charge of education are 
expected to take up the interests or 
supposed interests of the companies 
writing each class of casualty and 
surety business, consolidating them 
will only create trouble. If, on the 
other hand, they are to specialize on a 
few lines of work, in which every cas- 
ualty and surety company is interested 
—such, for example, as combatting 
state insurance and unreasonable tax- 
ation of insurance companies—then it 
would appear the part of wisdom to 
combine forces, cut down overhead ex- 
pense and use the largest possible part 
of all available funds for educational 
work, 

With the life companies organized 
through the Presmwents’ ASSOCIATION, 
with the fire companies this week likely 
to perfect a strong educational bureau, 
it is to be hoped that the casualty and 
surety companies will fall into line and 
prepare to cooperate with the other 
great branches of insurance to protect 
the interests of all. If this is to be 
accomplished, there must be as much 
readiness to guarantee support as the 
Detroit CONFERENCE companies have 
shown, the interests of each class of 
companies must be given fair consider- 
ation in selecting the governing body, 
a program must be laid out under 
which the bureau will devote its atten- 
tion to essentials, and in the selection 
of the head of the bureau personal 
friendship or the desire to create a po- 
sition for somebody must be thrust 
aside in the effort to secure the very 
best man for the work, a man fitted by 
nature and training to mold public 
opinion, conversant with the nature and 
needs of the various lines of the busi- 
ness and resourceful in methods of 
publicity and organization.

Personal Side of the 
Insurance Business 


The withdrawal of Edson S. Lott 
from the councils of his fellow casualty 
insurance men has been mentioned in 
the insurance press only as the result 
of a “grouch” or without any explana- 
tion at all. This has been regarded by 
his friends as an injustice to a man 
who has devoted his entire business 
experience to the good of the busi- 
ness, although at many times his own 
business suffered from his absence 
from it. A prominent casualty man, 
criticising the attitude taken in certain 
quarters, said: “To say seriously that 
‘Uncle Edson’ is out of touch with 
some of his fellows because of a 
‘grouch’ is neither truth nor an ex- 
hibition of common sense. Men of the 
caliber of Mr. Lott do not take such 
steps without good reason. The reason 
in this case is that Mr. Lott is about 
five years in advance of the majority 
of the underwriters, who will come to 
his position in time, as they have al- 
ready in two cases. Mr. Lott has al- 
ways argued for the guarantee of the 
solvency of the assured under liability 
policies, and this is now the prevailing 
view. He has stood for an unlimited 
liability policy, and this is coming into 
use, though forced at first by the new 
Massachusetts law. He regards the 
menace of state insurance as one to be 
met with the sound arguments that can 
be put forth against it, not by going 
around behind the legislative bush and 
defeating the bill by hook or crook, 
which simply staves off the evil day. 
During the past summer Mr. Lott has, 
by the use of effective and convincing 
argument, brought about the shelving 
of state insurance in two states. Mr. 
Lott finds himself opposed in thought 
to the majority of his fellows, therefore 
he has the good sense to retire and de- 
vote his time to the advancement of 
his own business. In time the others 
will catch up with him and then he will 
be found in the harness again, willing 
to contribute his energy when it will 
count for something.” 


The expected happened last week 
when Charles F. Coffin was made first 
vice-president of the State Life. Mr. 
Coffin is now the dominating spirit in 
State Life affairs. He is in the prime 
of life and activity, a seasoned lawyer 
and insurance man of the highest order 
of ability. Mr. Coffin is not in the in- 
surance business because he was not 
successful as a lawyer. He is reckoned 
one of the ablest lawyers of Indiana, a 
state which boasts of its distinguished 
legal talent, and has drawn some of the 
largest fees ever paid in the state, in 
one case as high as $25,000. Mr. Cof- 
fin is a bred-in-the-bone State Life man. 
He is one of the “original four” who 
organized the company and since the 
death of Secretary Wynn, the only 
one remaining in the company. It is 
therefore proper that he should now 
be placed in active charge. As the 
company’s counsel, he has tried all of 
its cases and his legal knowledge and 
experience have been of the greatest 
value in piloting it along its success- 
ful career. Five years ago he took 
hold of the insurance and agency 
branches and has mastered them as he 
did the legal department. It is not too 
much to say that he has practically re- 
built the company in the last five years. 

Mr. Coffin doesn’t chew or smoke; 
he hasn’t taken a vacation in eighteen 
years; tennis is his absorbing recrea- 
tion and he is said to be a regular 
Roosevelt at the game; he teaches a 
Sunday School; was an orator in col- 
lege (De Pauw, ’81), and is a fine 
speaker today, though he isn’t quite 
up to A. J. Beveridge in his impas- 
sioned moments, who learned to make 
the welkin ring at the same place. 
Taken all in all, Mr. Coffin has shown 
ability of the first grade and the State

apt to occupy the important position 
to which, by its size and age, it is 
entitled.

DENVER WANTS MEETING 
NATIONAL LIFE CONVENTION 


Western City Claims it Has Enough 
Support Promised to Get 
Convention in 1913 





Competition for the 1913 convention 
of the National Association of Life 
Underwriters is promised at Memphis. 
Five cities and six associations are al- 
ready in the field, and more may be 
heard from. Denver is going after 
the convention most strenuously and 
claims that it already has enough sup- 
port promised to secure the conven- 
tion. Salt Lake City, Atlantic City, 
Chattanooga and Cincinnati are after 
the convention. The New York and 
Philadelphia associations are backing 
Atlantic City and claim that the east 
has a convention coming to it. 

Some of the papers have spoken of 
a sentiment in favor of the reelection 
of Mr. Bishop as president of the na- 
tional association. Mr. Bishop feels 
glad that his year’s work is appreciated 
but he does not believe that a man as 
active as he is in his agency work 
should take the presidency for more 
than one year. He believes he has 
set such a moderate pace which nearly 
any man can follow without hurting 
his own business and that the associa- 
tion will have no difficulty in finding 
splendid timber from which to elect 
his successor, to whom he pledges 
his best services. 

Charles Jerome Edwards of New 
York City is the only man who has 
held the presidency twice, and there 
were some special features in connec- 
tion with his relection. 

Sills Mentioned for Presidency 

N. D. Sills, secretary of the national 
association, and manager at Richmond, 
Va., for the Sun Life of Toronto, is 
most prominently mentioned as Presi- 
dent Bishop’s successor. Mr. Sills has 
served as secretary of the association 
for three years, and has done excep- 
tionally good work, giving considerable 
attention to association affairs, visit- 
ing many of the southern associations, 
and attending conventions. The south- 
erners especially, who know him best, 
would like to see him in the presi- 
dent’s chair. His election would also 
be particularly appropriate, as the Can- 
ada Life Underwriters Association has 
as its president the manager of the 
New York Life and it would be mani- 
festing a nice spirit of reciprocity to 
elect a representative of a Canadian 
company. Mr. Sills was recently mar- 
ried and his wife has attended a num- 
ber of conventions with him. 

_The attendance at Memphis gives in- 
dication of breaking even the Chicago 
record. About 500 registered last year. 
The large number of local men, of 
course, helped to swell the attendance 
to this size, which will not be the case 
at Memphis, but even with this handi- 
cap, it is believed that the mark will 
be passed. President Castor of the 
Chicago association states that forty- 
two have already notified him that 
they would attend, which is more than 
have ever gone from Chicago, and re- 
ports from other cities show larger 
delegations than usual. 

R. Henry Lake, president of the 
Memphis association, was in Chicago 
last Saturday to see President Bishop. 
He stated that practically all the ar- 


rangements for the convention had 
been completed. Senator Gore, of Ok- 
lahoma, is expected to be one of the 
banquet speakers. Robert Lynn Cox, 
general manager of the Life Presi- 
dents Association, will be one of the 
speakers at the convention. 
Cincinnati Wants Convention 

Cincinnati life insurance men at their 
Monday meeting decided to go hard 
after the annual convention of the Na- 
tional association for 1914 and a large 
delegation will go to Memphis to boost 
for the Queen City. Millard W. Mack 
was appointed chairman of the com- 
mittee and it is believed that Cincinnati 
will have the best chance of any of 
the cities to secure this convention. It 
is expected that about fifteen men will 
go to Memphis, leaving at 6 o’clock 
over the Louisville & Nashville. A large 
party of visitors from the east, in- 
cluding the delegations from New 
York, Philadelphia and Boston, will be 
in Cincinnati for several hours Sunday 
afternoon and the local men will meet 
them at the depot with special traction 
cars for.a ride about the city, winding 
up at the Zoo, where a buffet luncheon 
will be served. Mr. Mack is also chair- 
man of the entertainment committee. 
Going down on the train to Memphis 
as many of the easterners as possible 
will be pledged to help Cincinnati get 
the convention in 1914. ;

PUTS OUT A SEMI-ENDOWMENT 


Bankers Life of Des Moines Issues 
New Policy Paying One-Half 
at Age of 70 


The Bankers Life of Des Moines is 
issuing a new policy, called a semi-en- 
dowment at age 70. The rate is con- 
siderably lower than the ordinary 
straight life rate. The policy pays the 
face at the death of the assured, or if 
he lives to age 70, the assured has the 
choice of taking one-half the face of 
the policy in cash, or he may continue 
the policy in force for the face value 
with an annual premium of $41.26. The 
policy is, of course, participating. At 
the death of the assured, the beneficiary 
has the usual options. One guaranteed 
annual income option provides for the 
annual payment of one-twentieth of the 
face of the policy for twenty years, and 
at the end of that time, one-half of the 
face of the policy is paid-in addition. 
The semi-endowment feature is offered 
on the assumption that by the time a 
man has reached age 70, he probably 
has no dependents, and would like to 
have some ready money for his own 
comfort and support.

A COMPLAINT FROM WEGNER 





Objects to Term Insurance Before Life 
Policy Takes Effect—Practice 
Not Illegal 


A. C. Wegner, the Chicago agent 
who has been active for some time in 
bringing suits for violations of the an- 
tidiscrimination law of Illinois, against 
a number of agents and a few com- 
panies, has broken out in a fresh place. 
It is well understood thatta great many 
of the most reputable companies do- 
ing business in the state will combine 
a limited payment life, or any other 
form of policy with a term policy for 
a few months, or even a year, in order 
to accommodate the insured. 


It seems that Mr. Wegner has discov- 
ered that it is the practice of some agents 
to take an application with the premium 
payment due a few months from the date 
of the original application, the insured 
carrying his policy as term insurance for 
a short time. Mr. Wegner is under the 
impression that this is a violation of the 
anti-rebate law and has complained to 
the management of one large company, 
some of whose agents do business in this 
way, to the effect that the agents are 
violating the law. 

Of course there is no objection to an 
agent combining a few months’ or a 
year’s term insurance with a regular 
policy. It not only does not violate the 
terms of the antirebate law, but it Is 
very often a great accommodation to the 
insured. 

It is Mr. Wegner’s opinion also that 
the practice is a violation of the misrep- 
resentations law of the state, which is 
clearly not the case, assuming that the 
insured knows just what he is buying, 
and that there has been no intentional 
misrepresentation. 








Unlimited Resources Developed 

Auditor Barton of Nebraska has 
asked the opinion of the attorney- 
general as to his authority to demand 
a receivership for the Endowment 
Equitable Life. The company has been 
denied a license for the past two years, 
but has not wound up its affairs and 
Auditor Barton wishes to expedite mat- 
ters. The company had a peculiar plan 
of insurance and a peculiar method of 
settlement. Cumulative insurance was

ARE WITHOUT LEGAL REMEDY 


Patrons of Unauthorized Companies 
Have No Way to Secure Aid 
of State 








Since publicity has been given to the 
actions of one Sumner P. Hinckley, in 
writing a number of physicians and 
others in Illinois, in the Conservative 
Life of Wheeling, W. V., a nonadmitted 
company, the Illinois department has 
received a great many inquiries relative 
to the standing of the Postal Life of 
New York, which reinsured the Provi- 
dent Savings some time ago. It is evi- 
dent from the number of inquiries re- 
ceived at the department that the 
Postal Life is making a strong cam- 
paign by mail for business in Illinois. 

Inasmuch as the company is not admit- 
ted to do business in Illinois, the depart- 
ment is unable to give inquiring citizens 
any information regarding the standing 
of the company. It invariably points out, 
however, to those making inquiry regard- 
ing the standing of this concern that 
those parties insuring their lives in an 
unadmitted company do not have the pro- 
tection of the Illinois laws, nor the ad- 
vantage of the supervision of the com- 
pany by the insurance department. In 
addition to this it is also pointed out 
that in case of any difficulty between the 
unadmitted company and the insured there 
is no citizen in the state available for 
service of process, so that the citizen of 
the state having insurance in a concern 
of this kind, not authorized to do busi- 
ness in the state, has no means of bring- 
ing suit against an unauthorized com- 
pany on account of any dispute arising 
between him and the corporation regard- 
ing any settlement, either by death or 
otherwise, or regarding any surrender 
values or rights of the insured which may 
be set forth in the contract of insurance. 
Very frequently citizens making complaint 
to the insurance departments regarding 
their inability to obtain a settlement with 
@ company in which they are insured find 
for the first time that the company is not 
admitted, and has not been admitted to 
do business in the state. 


To Make Changes in Chicago 

Following the resignation of Cort- 
landt Howell as manager of the Hart- 
ford Life in Chicago, President John 
G. Hoyt visited the city last week and 
took up the local situation. He stated 
that he was considering several 
changes in the city, but none of them 


had been completed at the time of his 
departure. 








Scandia Issues New Policies 

The Scandia Life is getting out three 
new policies. One is a 20-payment life 
monthly income policy paying, on a 
$5,000 policy, $200 immediate payment 
and $20 per month for twenty years. 
The surrender values are computed to 
give reserve on a 3 percent basis when 
the policy becomes paid-up. A joint 
whole life policy, giving cash, paid- 
up and extended term insurance values, 





has been prepared, and a joint-life 20- 
payment life policy will soon be ready. 
The company is also issuing a 5-year 
convertible term policy, allowing the 
assured to convert within the term 
without reexamination, on favorable 
terms. 





Entertained Its Agents 

The Southern National Life of Louis- 
ville, entertained agents of the com- 
pany at a dinner at the Hotel Henry 
Watterson in that city last week. Ed 
L. Williams, president of the company, 
acted as toastmaster. Matt C. Clay, 
insurance commissioner of the state, 
was present and made an address. 


Prudential Gets Medal 

President Forrest F. Dryden, of the 
Prudential, has just been notified that 
the company was awarded a commem- 
orative medal for an exhibit in connec- 
tion with the International Exposition 
of Hygiene, Dresden, 1911. This ex- 
hibit consisted of a set of graphic 
charts showing the death rates in vari- 
ous manufacturing industries and the 
increasing need of safety appliances for 
the prevention of accidents. 

These charts were prepared from 
special study by the Prudential on 
matters affecting the business of life 
insurance in such industries as coal 
mining, steel making, spinning and 
weaving industries, railways, stone and 
marble workers and various other 
trades. Charts were also supplied 
showing statistics of deaths from vari- 
ous causes in the larger American cities 
during the last thirty-nine years. 

The Prudential exhibit has been 
transferred to the Berlin Museum of 
Safety and is the first non-German 
exhibit to form a part of its permanent 
collection of safety devices and infor- 
mation bearing on the betterment of 
industrial conditions.

the graded commission rule the com- 
mittee said special legislation will be 
needed to meet peculiar conditions. 
It had been recommended that the 
classification work of the governing 
committee be abandoned, as in the 
opinion of many the results accruing 
are fallacious and valueless. 

In speaking of the engineering work 
the governing committee said substan- 
tial improvement has been made in the 
fire protection of twenty-nine towns 
since the last meeting. Nine towns 
have been inspected. Bonds to the 
amount of $1,925,000 have been au- 
thorized by various municipalities for 
the betterment of fire protection. 

Cities in Bad Condition 

It was hinted in the report that un- 
less the following cities take early 
measures to improve their fire protec- 
tion service, rates will be raised: Joliet, 
Ill.; Freeport, Ill.; Kalamazoo, Mich.; 
Wichita, Kan.; Des Moines, Dubuque, 
Pueblo, and St. Joseph, Mo. Condi- 
tions in these points render a con- 
flagration imminent. Saginaw and Bay 
City are also in the dangerous class. 

There have been 291 sprinklered 
risk reports since the last meeting and 
255 reinspections. There are now 800 
specifications filed for protective equip- 
ments. A special committee is now 
constructing a schedule for sprinklered 
risks. 

It was announced that the Pacific 
board had half of the union-bureau 
agreement for the mountain field. The 
supervisory committee will meet at 
Denver Oct. 28 and set the date for it 
to be put into effect. The committee 
is composed of four union and three 
Pacific board members and one bureau 
member. 

Discuss Legislative Bureau 

There are now 114 union members 
and over 70 are present. This is the 
first meeting A. J. Harding of the 
Springfield has missed, so a telegram 
of regrets and greetings was sent him. 

This afternoon a long discussion was 
precipitated over the efforts to deal 
a body blow to the National Board 
taking over O. B. Ryon and his legis- 
lative bureau. There was a feeling that 
the efficiency of the bureau in the west 
might be weakened. However, after 
the debate the previous action of na- 
tionalizing Mr. Ryon’s bureau was re- 
affirmed, there being but one negative 
vote, that of Mr. Lermit of the 
Northern. 

The joint conference committee re- 
ported on the working of the union- 
bureau agreement, but it was referred 
back for a fuller report tomorrow. The 
committee will then present the rules 
of practice that have been formulated 
for the guidance of the companies. 

Home of Wheeling Application 

Secretary George J. Mathison of the 
Home of Wheeling came on in hope 
of inducine the Western Union to re- 
consider its vote on his application for 
membership. He was unanimously 
recommended by the membership com- 
mittee, but the Home of New York 
protested because of the similarity of 
company names and the application 


was defeated on vote, a number of: 


members casting a negative ballot in 
deference to the wishes of the Home 
of New .ork. Secretary Mathison 
visited Chicago last week to investigate 
the situation and was led to believe 
the matter would be reopened here. 





Vice-President Buswell of the Home of 
New York, however, strenuously op- 
posed any further action. Mr. Mathison 
says his company will now be an inde- 
pendent. It is operating in Ohio and 
Indiana so far as Western Union ter- 
ritory is concerned. 

_ Many Visitors on Hand 

Some of the National Board mem- 
bers, headed by M. O. Brown of the 
Westchester, were here yesterday to 
frame up the legislative bureau with 
O. B. Ryon of Chicago as general 
counsel. 

The “Third House” is well or- 
ganized at this meeting. Aside from 
the newspaper men, Secretary Scott 
and Western General Agent Edward 
Bliven, of the Jefferson Fire; Vice- 
President J. L. Truscott of the Cam- 
den; State Agent L. J. Bonar of the 
North America in Ohio; C. Gordon 
Neff, the Cincinnati local agent; Carl 
Sturhahn of the Rossia; J. F. Magee, 
the San Francisco general agent; Presi- 
dent H. A. Luther of the American 
Mortgage Insurance Company; R. H. 
Folsom, of Douglass Bros., and others 
are here. H. 
Miss., secretary of the Citizens Union 
Fire, is here as the guest of his son, 
C. R. Street, western manager of the 
Fidelity-Phenix, 

Some disappointment’ is expressed 
that the Western Insurance Bureau 
conference committee did not come on 
to discuss knotty questions that arise 
in connection with the working agree- 
ment. 

This is the year for a foreign com- 
pany manager to be elected president 
if the unwritten law is continued. ; 
S. Warren of the L. & L. & G. and 
G. H. Lermit of the Northern are 
spoken of for the post. 

Educational Work 

Preceding the meeting of the Western 
Union, the committee on laws of the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters 
met in the city on Tuesday and took 
important action concerning the legis- 
lative work to be conducted by the 
fire insurance companies, 

Oscar B. Ryon, of Chicago, manager 
of the legislative bureau, was se- 
lected as general counsel of the com- 
mittee on » se of the National Board. 
Under the new plan the educational 
work, which has been carried on by 
various sectional organizations, will be 
nationalized, with headquarters in New 
York, Chicago, Atlanta and San Fran- 
cisco. The general headquarters will 
be in New York but Mr. Ryon will 
spend most of his time in Chicago. 
The committee on laws was enlarged 
to include representatives of these va- 
rious sectional organizations. 

Among the Chicago men present at 
this meeting were Walter H. Sage, of 
the German American; W. N. Johnson, 
of the North America; A. F. Dean, of 
the Springfield; Fred S. James, of the 
National of Hartford, president of the 
Western Union, and George W. Law, 
of the Royal, who represented Rolla V. 
Watt, manager of the Royal at San 
Francisco. 

Statement of Purposes 

The object of the movement was set 
forth as follows: 

The purpose of this movement is to 
concentrate the entire force and influence 
of the stock fire insurance companies 
doing business in this country, in order 
to secure from legislators and supervising 
officers uniform laws and just regulations, 
and to cooperate in the defense of litiga- 
tion and exactions affecting fire insur- 
ance interests. The carrying into effect 
and supervising of this purpose are to 
be centered in the principal executive 
officers and managers of stock fire insur- 
ance companies as represented by the 
committee on laws of the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters. 

Stock fire insurance companies, which 
are not members of the National 
Board may become subscribers to the 
legislative work on payment of their 
proper share of the expense.

TO DEMAND UNIFORMITY 
STANDARD PROVISIONS BILL 


Measure Applying to Accident Com- 
panies Prepared for Presentation 
to All Legislatures 


A uniform standard provisions bill 
for accident and health policies has 
been prepared by a special committee, 
composed of ,representatives of the 
New York, Massachusetts, Michigan 
and Wisconsin insurance departments, 
and is now ready for presentation to the 
legislatures of the various states. The 
committee recommends that it be 


passed by as many states as possible. 
It is as follows: 


Porms Must Be Filed 


Section 1. On and after the first day of 
January, 1914, no policy of insurance 
against loss or damage from the sickness, 
or the bodily injury or death of the in- 
sured by accident shall be issued or de- 
livered to any person in this state until 
a copy of the form thereof and of the 
classification of risks and the premium 
rates pertaining thereto have been filed 
with the commissioner of insurance; nor 
shall it be so issued or delivered until 
the expiration of thirty days after it has 
been so filed unless the said commissioner 
shall sooner give his written approval 
thereto. If the said commissioner shall 
notify, in writing, the company, corpora- 
tion, association, society or other insurer 
which has filed such form that it does not 
comply with the requirements of law, 
specifying the reasons for his opinion, it 
shall be unlawful thereafter for any such 
insurer to issue any policy in such form. 
The action of the said commissioner in 
this regard shall be subject to review by 
any court of competent jurisdiction, pro- 
vided, however, that nothing in this act 
shall be so construed as to give jurisdic- 


tion to any court not already having juris- 
diction. 


Must Be Expressed in Policy 

Sec. 2. No such policy shall be so is- 
sued or delivered (1) unless the entire 
money and other considerations therefor 
are expressed in the policy; nor (2) unless 
the time at which the insurance thereun- 
der takes effect and terminates is stated 
in a portion of the policy preceding its 
execution by the insurer; nor (3) if the 
policy purports to insure more than one 
Person; nor (4) unless every printed por- 
tion thereof and of any endorsements or 
attached papers shall be plainly printed in 
type of which the face shall be not 
smaller than ten point; nor (5) unless a 
brief description thereof be printed on 
its first page and on its filing back in type 
of which the face shall be not smaller 
than fourteen point; nor (6) unless the 
exceptions of the policy be printed with 
the same prominence as the benefits to 
which they apply; provided, however, that 
any portion of such policy which pur- 
ports, by reason of the circumstances un- 
der which a loss is incurred, to reduce 
any indemnity promised therein to an 
amount less than that provided for the 
same loss occurring under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, shall be printed in bold face 
type and with greater prominence than 
any other portion of the text of the policy. 

Reduction of Indemnities 

Sec. 3. Every such policy so issued 
shall contain certain standard provisions, 
which shall be in the words and in the 
order hereinafter set forth and be pre- 
ceded in every policy by the caption 
“Standard Provisions.” In each such 
standard provision wherever the word “in- 
surer” is used, there shall be substituted 
therefor “company” or “corporation” or 
“association” or “society,” or such other 
word as will properly designate the in- 
surer. Said standard provisions shall be: 

(1) A standard provision relative to the 
contract, which may be in either of the 
following two forms: Form (A) to be 
used in policies which do not provide for 
reduction of indemnity on account of 
change of occupation, and Form (B) to 
be used in policies which do so provide. 
If Form (B) is used and the policy pro- 
vides indemnity against loss from sick- 
ness, the words “or contracts sickness” 
may be inserted therein immediately after 
the words “in the event that the insured 


is injured.” 
Optional Forms 

(A) 1. This policy includes the en- 
dorsements and attached papers if any, 
and contains the entire contract of insur- 
ance. No reduction shall be made in any 
indemnity herein provided by reason of 
change in the occupation of the insured 
or by reason of his doing any act or 





thing pertaining to any other occupation. 

(B) 1. This policy includes the en- 
dorsements and attached papers if any, 
and contains the entire contract of insur- 
ance except as it may be modified by the 
insurer’s classification of risks and pre- 
mium rates in the event that the insured 
is injured after having changed his occu- 
pation to one classified by the insurer as 
more hazardous than that stated in the 
policy, or while he is doing any act or 
thing pertaining to any occupation so clas- 
sified, except ordinary duties about his 
residence or while engaged in recreation, 
in which event the insurer will pay only 
such portion of the indemnities provided 
in the policy as the premium paid would 
have purchased at the rate but within the 
limits so fixed by the insurer for such 
more hazardous occupation. 

If the law of the state in which the 
insured resides at the time this policy is 
issued requires that prior to its issue a 
statement of the premium rates and 
classification of risks pertaining to it shall 
be filed with the state official having su- 
pervision of insurance in such state, then 
the premium rates and classification of 
risks mentioned in this policy shall mean 
only such as have been last filed by the 
insurer in accordance with such law, but 
if such filing is not required by such law, 
then they shall mean the insurer’s pre- 
mium rates and classification of risks last 
made effective by it in such state prior 
to the occurrence of the loss for which 
the insurer is liable. 

Changes in Contract 

(2) A standard provision relative to 
changes in the contract, which shall be in 
the following form: 

2. No statement made by the applicant 
for insurance not included herein shall 
avoid the policy or be used in any legal 
proceeding hereunder. No agent has au- 
thority to change this policy or to waive 
any of its provisions. No change in this 
policy shall be valid unless approved by 
an executive officer of the insurer and 
such approval be endorsed hereon. 

(3) A standard provision relative to re- 
instatement of policy after lapse which 
may be in either of the three following 
forms: Form (A) to be used in policies 
which insure only against loss from ac- 
cident; Form (B) to be used in policies 
which insure only against loss from sick- 
ness; and Form (C) to be used in policies 
which insure against loss from both acci- 
dent and sickness. 

Default in Premium 

(A) 3. If default be made in the pay- 
ment of the agreed premium for this pol- 
icy, the subsequent acceptance of the past 
due premium by the insurer or by any of 
its duly authorized agents shall reinstate 
the policy, but only to cover loss result- 
ing from accidental injury thereafter sus- 
tained. 

(B) 3. If default be made in the pay- 
ment of the agreed premium for this pol- 
icy, the subsequent acceptance of the past 
due premium by the insurer or by any 
of its duly authorized agents shall rein- 
state the policy but only to cover such 
sickness as may begin more than ten days 
after the date of such acceptance. 

(C) 3. If default be made in the pay- 
ment of the agreed premium for this pol- 
icy, the subsequent acceptance of the past 
due premium by the insurer or by any of 
its duly authorized agents shall reinstate 
the policy but only to cover accidental 
injury thereafter sustained and such sick- 
ness as may begin more than ten days 
after the date of such acceptance. 

Notice of Claim 

(4) A standard provision relative to 
time of notice of claim, which may be 
in either of the three following forms: 
Form (A) to be used in policies which 
insure only against loss from accident; 
Form (B) to be used in policies which in- 
sure only against loss from sickness, and 
Form (C) to be used in policies which in-

Examination of Claimant 


(8) A standard provision relative to ex- 
amination of the person of the insured 
and relative to autopsy, which shall be 
in the following form: 

8. The insurer shall have the right and 
opportunity to examine the person of the 
insured when and so often as it may 
reasonably require during the pendency of 
claim hereunder, and also the right and 
opportunity to make an autopsy in case 
of death where it is not forbidden by law. 

Time of Payments 

(9) A standard provision relative to the 
time within which payments other than 
those for loss of time on account of disa- 
bility shall be made, which provision may 
be in either of the following two forms 
and which may be omitted from any pol- 
icy providing only indemnity for loss of 
time on account of disability.

(18) A standard provision relative to 
the rights of the beneficiary under the 
policy, which shall be in the following 
form and which may be omitted from any 
policy not designating a beneficiary: 

13. Consent of the beneficiary shall not 
be requisite to surrender or assignment 
of this policy, or to change of beneficiary, 
or to any other changes in the policy. 

Time Limits 


(14) A standard provision limiting the 
time within which suit may be brought 
upon the policy as follows: 

14. No action at law or in equity shall 
be brought to recover on this policy prior 
to the expiration of sixty days after proof 
of loss has been filed in accordance with 
the requirements of this policy, nor shall 
such action be brought at all unless 
brought within two years from the ex- 
piration of the time within which proof 
of loss is required by the policy. 

(15) A standard provision relative to 
time limitations of the policy as follows: 

15. If any time limitation of this policy 
with respect to giving notice of claim or 
furnishing proof of loss is less than that 
permitted by the law of the state in which 
the insured resides at the time this policy 
is issued, such limitation is hereby ex- 
tended to agree with the minimum period 
permitted by such law. 


Provisions Forbidden 


Sec. 4. No such policy shall be so is- 
sued or delivered which contains any pro- 
vision (1) relative to cancellation at the 
instance of the insurer; or (2) limiting 
the amount of indemnity to a sum less 
than the amount stated in the policy and 
for which the premium has been paid; or 
(3) providing for the deduction of any 
premium from the amount paid in settle- 
ment of claim; or (4) relative to other 
msurance by the same insurer; or (5) 
relative to the age limits of the policy; 





unless such provisions which are hereby 
designated as optional standard provi- 
sions, shall be in the words and in the 
order in which they are hereinafter set 
forth, but the insurer may at its option 
omit from the policy any such optional 
standard provisions. 


Optional Standard Provisions 


Such optional standard provisions if in- 
serted in the policy shall immediately 
succeed the standard provisions named in 
section three of this act. 

(1) An optional standard provision rel- 
ative to cancellation of the policy at the 
instance of the insurer as follows: 

16. The insurer may cancel this policy 
at any time by written notiee delivered to 
the insured or mailed to his last address

No such policy shall be so issued 
or delivered if it contains any provision 
contradictory, in whole or part, of any of 
the provisions hereinbefore in this act 
designated as “Standard Provisions” or 
as “Optional Standard Provisions”; nor 
shall any endorsements or attached pa- 
pers vary, alter, extend, be used as a sub- 
stitute for, or in any way conflict with 
any of the said “Standard Provisions” or 
the said “Optional Standard Provisions”;

Nonstandard Provisions Construed 

Sec. 9. A policy issued in violation of 
this act shall be held valid, but shall be 
construed as provided in this act and when 
any provision in such a policy is in con- 
flict with any provision of this act the 
rights, duties and obligations of the in- 
surer, the policyholder and the beneficiary 
shall be governed by the provisions of 
this act. ; 

Sec. -10. The policies of insurance 
against accidental bodily injury or sick- 
ness issued by an insurer not organized 
under the laws of this state may contain, 
when issued in this state, any provision 
which the law of the state, territory or 
district of the United States under which 
the insurer is organized, prescribes for in- 
sertion in such policies, and the policies 
of insurance against accidental bodily in- 
jury or sickness issued by an insurer or- 
ganized under the laws of this state may 
contain, when issued or delivered in any 
other state, territory, district or coun-

Sec. 11. Discrimination between indi-

Exceptions to Act 

Sec. 12. (1) Nothing in this act, how- 
ever, shall apply to or affect any policy 
of liability or workmen’s compensation 
insurance or any general or blanket pol- 
icy of insurance issued to any municipal 
corporation or department thereof, er to 
any corporation, copartnership, association 
or individual employer, police or fire de-

Penalty for Violation 

Sec. 13. Any company, corporation, as- 
sociation, society or other insurer or any 
officer or agent thereof, which or who 
issues or delivers to any person in this 
state any policy in wilful violation of the 
provisions of this act shall be punished by 
a fine of not more than ......... dollars 
for each offense, and the commissioner of 
insurance may revoke the license of any 
company, corporation, association, society 
or other insurer of another state or coun- 
try, or of the agent thereof, which or who 
wilfully violated any provision of this act.

Meeker Back in Business 

Charles W. Meeker, after fifteen 
months’ rest, has reentered the insur- 
ance business in Chicago as a general 
broker and as special agent for Morri- 
son & Blew, general agents of the 
Massachusetts Bonding. Mr. Meeker 
was formerly the senior partner in the 
firm of Meeker & Magner, general 
agents of the General Accident. In 
1911 the condition of his health became 
so bad that he sold his stock in the 
Meeker-Magner Company and gave 
himself up entirely to seeking recovery. 
He is now feeling fine. He was in the 
fire business for fourteen years prev- 
ious to going with the General Acci- 
dent in 1901. He will solicit all kinds 
of insurance, placing all casualty busi- 
ness with Morrison & Blew and brok- 
ering other lines. 





Company Executives to Attend 
_ One of the principal causes of trouble 
in the Burglary Insurance Underwrit- 
ers’ Association will be overcome if 
a move which has been about decided 
upon is carried out. The companies 
have agreed to have the executives of 
the various companies making up the 
organization attend the meetings in 
person. The trouble among the burg- 
lary men has been the fact that the 
meetings have been attended largely 
by the heads of the departments, rather 
than by the heads of companies, with- 
out power to take any action binding 
upon their companies. As a result, 
when the burglary association took ac- 
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tion which seemed the best possible, it 
could not be carried out because some 
companies refused to consider them- 
selves bound. With the executives 
themselves attending and taking action, 
a better condition should result. 


EMPLOYERS ARE FLOCKING IN 


Liability Agents in Michigan Kept 
Busy Writing New Workmen’s 
Compensation Business 
Detroit, September 18—(Special)— 
It becomes apparent that the stock lia- 
bility companies are to have a great 
deal more business in Michigan than 
under the old law. This is because 
hundreds of manufacturers and busi- 
ness houses that had not carried liabil- 
ity insurance now are compelled by 
the law to furnish some guarantee of 
its fulfillment of their ability to pay 
compensation if they come under the 
law. They are taking out policies as 
rapidly as they are approached by the 

agents. 


“I wish all the business was new busi- 
ness; it’s so much easier than to get re- 
newals,” said Charles L. Raymond, of 
Raymond & Raymond, general agents for 
the London Guarantee. “We are not los- 
ing any policyholders and I do not be- 
lieve any of the other companies are. But 
we receive an awful quantity of kicks 
over the hoist in rates. We don’t blame 
them for kicking, of course. They don’t 
understand. As soon as we explain to 
them how much greater the extent of 
their liability is than heretofore, they re- 
alize the justice of the rates and renew 
their policies, 

“We have to practically renew all poli- 
cies, of course, for the old rates could not 
remain in effect even for a short period. 
The renewals are made by changing all 
liability to compensation policies by en- 
dorsement, changing the rates also. The 
liability of the large institutions is nat- 
urally very large and it looks as though 
there would be plenty of fifty thousand 
dollar premiums.” 

Cc. O. Davis, when up state last week, 
talked with a good many fire insurance 
agents who also wrote liability insur- 
ance. He found a lot of interest in the 
new mutual just organized here. Most 
of them seemed to think that if it proved 
a success it would have to try for busi- 
ness outside its present members. The 
agents up state are finding as much trou- 
ble explaining the new law as are the 
Detroiters, but, as is the case here, they 
hold the business. 

The city of Detroit is to take out in- 
surance under the workmen’s compensa- 
tion law. The law explicitily includes 
municipalities, townships, counties and 
’ the state itself in its provisions. 

The ways and means committee of the 
common council met with the heads of 
all departments of the city government, 
to discuss the proposition. The opinion 
was unanimous that the city would save 
money by insuring against liability to its 
employes, instead of establishing a pen- 
sion or standing suit for damages when- 
ever someone was hurt. The city has 
such an army of employes that it would 
be in litigation continually. 

An agent of one of the large liability 
companies was present at the meeting to 
furnish pointers. The liability agent was 
asked to name a rate on linemen of the 
public lighting department. He quoted 
a General Manager Mistersky then 
produced some figures to show that this 
was too high. The commission now 
allows injured employes full pay for the 
time they are laid up, and in thirteen 
years has expended an average of only 
$300 a year, the insurance rate of which 
would be only one-third of one percent. 
Some one explained the difference between 
the demands of the old law and the new 
one and put the matter in a different 
light. 

It was decided that the corporation 
counsel should consult with the heads of 
departments and the state accident board 
and prepare a plan for submission to the 
Ways and means committee at its next 
meeting, basing its report on the rela- 
tion of the present conditions to those 
required under the new law. 

It is probable that a claims board will 
be established to look after the city’s 
end of all claims which are brought up 
for settlement. The next meeting of the 
committee will be held Sept. 24. 





National Gets Empire State 

After several weeks of litigation the 
reinsurance of the Empire State Surety 
in the National Surety has become ef- 
fective. The New York department 
approved the deal Tuesday after the 
directors of the Empire State had 
turned down the bid of the American 
Surety. The National offered to take 
all the business at 68 percent of the un- 
earned premiums and the offer was ac- 





cepted. A minority stockholder se- 
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been made on the business. The ap- 
proval of the state department was held 
up pending investigation of these 
charges. The offer in question came 
from the American Surety and was 
for 67 percent of the unearned pre- 
miums with the stipulation that por- 
tions might be rejected and that the. 
Empire State should carry such busi- 
ness to expiration. 





EDUCATIONAL BUREAU PLANS 


No Big Program Likely to be Started 
Till Question of Merger 
Is Decided 





Chauncey S. S. Miller, who was 
elected last week secretary of the Edu- 
cational Bureau of the Detroit Con- 
ference, is still living in Chicago and 
probably will continue to do so for sev- 
eral weeks more unless the bureau 
committee should decide that his pres- 
ence in Detroit is desirable at once. 
Pending the actual assumption of his 
new duties, he continues to hold his 
position as assistant to the president 
of the Continental Casualty. Presi- 
dent Alexander, however, has agreed to 
release him any day the bureau re- 
quires his services. 

It is likely the bureau will not enter 
upon any permanent or extensive pro- 
gram until after the meeting of the 
board of governers of the Bureau of 
Publicity of the casualty companies, 
which will be held in the east Oct. 8. 
It may be that at that meeting ar- 
rangements will be made for the 
merger of the Educational Bureau into 
the work of the Bureau of Publicity. 


Under the terms of the resolution 
adopted at the recent meeting of the De- 
troit Conference this can only be done 
when the Bureau of Publicity is ready 
and able to look after the interests of 
the conference companies and the confer- 
ence is given three members of the nine 
on the board of governors of the Bureau 
of Publicity, instead of two, as provided 
in the resolutions adopted at Old Point 
Comfort. 

If such arrangements should be made 
the one bureau would probably be located 
in the east, either at New York or Hart- 
ford. It is understood that several can- 
didates for the position of manager of 
the educational work of such a bureau 
are already in the field. Some of them 
were also candidates for the secretary- 
ship of the conference bureau. 

The Detroit Conference is in an inde- 
pendent position. Having its own bu- 
reau organized, an income for it guaran- 
teed and a secretary ready to begin active 
work any day, it can look after its own 
educational work whether the casualty 
and surety companies see fit to organize 
an educational bureau or not; and, unless 
such a bureau promised to serve the con- 
ference companies more efficiently than 
the conference bureau would, the educa- 
tional bureau committee of the confer- 
ence would not have authority to agree 
to the merger. 





May Reduce Commissions 

A committee of the casualty com- 
panies, with William H. Gardner of 
the Ocean Accident as chairman, is 
working on a plan to reduce commis- 
sions on workmen’s compensation and 
employers’ liability business in a num- 
ber of states to 17% percent. The in- 
troduction of workmen’s compensation 
laws means a very great increase in the 
volume of premiums, which will more 
than offset any reduction in income 
from the reduction in commissions. 
The companies in New Jersey have 
agreed to pay no more than 12% and 
15 percent on compensation business in 
the state, and it is stated that the plan 
is working out well. 





No Report to Bankers 

The insurance committee of the 
American Bankers’ Association failed 
to make a report to the convention at 
Detroit last week. Robert E. James, of 
Easton, Pa., the chairman, stated that 
the committee has not compiled suffi- 
cient statistics upon which to base a 
conclusion on the subjects before it. 
The committee was appointed to get 
at the truth concerning the rates the 
banks are paying for their bonding. 





much. If they can prove it they will 
make a campaign for more liberal treat- 
ment by the bonding companies, and, 
to get this proof, the committee is 
compiling records regarding losses, 
rates and other features bearing on 
the subject. Chairman James resigned 
his position and no successor was 
named. The administrative committee 
will name a new insurance committee. 





Claim Men Meet at Niagara 

The third annual convention of the 
International Claim Association is in 
session at Niagara Falls this week. 
Headquarters are at the International 
hotel, the meeting being from Wednes- 
day to Friday. The program includes 
papers on many interesting questions 
which come before the claim depart- 
ments of insurance ‘companies. M. 
Barratt Walker of the United States 
Fidelity & Guaranty will discuss the 
subject, “Is a Standard Form of Acci- 
dent Policy Desiraple?” Questions of 
statistics, cooperation, settlements, the 
moral hazard and other problems of 
the claim adjuster will be discussed. 





Fourteen Concerns in Mutual 


Notwithstanding that it was an- 
nounced that thirty manufacturing 
concerns with more than 12,000 em- 
ployes had collaborated in the organi- 
zation of the Michigan Workmen’s 
Compensation Mutual, the names of 
only thirteen appear in the articles 
of incorporation filed at Lansing. 
They are credited with 6,910 employes. 
The name of W. R. Farrand, president 
and treasurer of the Farrand Com- 
pany, piano manufacturers, indicates 
that this company also has joined, or 
will join, making a total of fourteen. 
The companies named are: 


Anderson Electric Car Company, Hayes 
Manufacturing Company, auto parts; The 
Hayes Company of Ionia; J. C. Widman 
& Co., furniture; American Auto Trim- 
mings Company; Huron Portland Cement 
Company; Wyandotte Portland Cement 
Company; Hudson Motor Car Company; 
Timken-Detroit Axle Company; C. R. Wil- 
son Body Company; Continental Motor 
Manufacturing Company; Detroit Motor & 
Machine Company. 

At its organization meeting last week 
the Michigan Workmen’s Compensation 
Mutual elected officers as follows: Presi- 
dent, Charles H. Gifford, American Blower 
Company; vice-president, Roy D. Chapin, 
Hudson Motor Company; treasurer, Hamil- 
ton Day, banker; secretary and general 
manager, Elmer H. Dearth. Only eleven 
of the fifteen constitutional directors were 
chosen at that time. All will be manu- 
facturers, and of the officers only Mr. 
Gifford and Mr. Chapin are on the board. 





Frank Becomes Manager

Will Not Take Action 

Representatives of seven burglary 
companies met in Chicago last week to 
discuss the question whether it would 
be advisable to attempt to take any 
action in regard to the ruling made by 
the Burglary Insurance Underwriters’ 
Association relative to brokerage com- 
missions and subagents in Chicago. It 
was decided to let things stand as they 
are for the present. The ruling is felt 
to be unwise in some respects, and 
until action is forced by the home 
offices, the Chicago men are content 
with things as they are. 








Surety Association Will Meet 
The annual meeting of the Surety 
Underwriters’ Association of Chicago 
will be held on the first Tuesday in 
October, following a dinner at the 
Hotel La Salle. The dinner will be 
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held about 6:30 o’clock and will be 
informal. The nominating committee 
has been appointed. It will report at 
the meeting and the new administration 
will be installed. 





REPORTS ON EXCISE BUREAU 





New York Department Examines Asso- 
ciation Through Which Liquor 
Dealers’ Bonds Are Handled 





The New York insurance department 
has issued a report of its investigation 
into the methods by which the excise 
bonding business is transacted in that 
state through the Excise Reinsurance 
Agreement. This association was or- 
ganized in April, 1906. Its purpose was 
to enable the surety companies, its 
members, to reinsure each other on 
excise bonds in New York. An agree- 
ment was entered into whereby each 
participant was allotted a certain per- 
centage of the total business to be writ- 
ten by the reinsuring companies. 
Similar agreements, with some modifi- 
cations, have been entered into from 
year to year since then. 

Under the 1911 agreement the fol- 
lowing companies participated in this 
business: American Bonding, Ameri- 
can Surety, Bankers Surety, Federal 
Union Surety, Fidelity & Casualty, 
Fidelity & Deposit, Illinois Surety, Na- 
tional Surety, Pacific Coast Casualty, 
United States Fidelity & Guaranty, 
Equitable Surety and United States 
Guarantee. The percentages of each 
varied from 3.82 percent for the Equit- 
able Surety to 13.095 percent for the 
American Surety. 

The report shows the condition of 
the funds under the various annual 
agreements, as of June 8, as follows: 
1908 agreement, income, $1,244,162; dis- 
bursements, $1,195,688; balance, $48,474; 
1909 agreement, income, $710,486; dis- 
bursements, $692,705; balance, $17,781; 
1910 agreement, income, $980,527, dis- 
bursements, $850,646; balance, $129,880; 
1911 agreement, income, $897,930; dis- 
bursements, $679,107; balance, $218,823. 

Under the provisions of the various 
agreements the executive committee is 
required to set aside 25 percent of the 
net earned premiums as reserve fund 
to be maintained, in whole or in part, 
until all liabilities under the bonds have 
terminated. The executive committee 
is also required to set aside $50,000 as 
a fund for the payment of current 
losses and to replenish such funds from 
premiums received as often as the cir- 
cumstances require. In case the pre- 
mium fund is insufficient, the executive 
committee is authorized to levy an as- 
sessment upon the reinsuring com- 
panies. Under the 1911 agreement two 
assessments of $50,000 each were levied. 
The report says that the underwriting 
agreement of 1906 to 1910 inclusive, 
has been practically completed.’ Since 
all other action for forfeiture of bonds 
on account of the violation are barred 
by statute, the net profits under the 


various agreements are given as 
follows 1906, $322,489; 1907, $44,605; 
1908, $413,736; 1909, $332,656; 1910, 
$504,355. 


_ The association maintains an inspec- 

tion system for the purpose of investi- 
gating the character of the resorts 
where liquor is sold by its principals 
under excise bond. Based on such in- 
vestigation, a black list has been 
compiled. 





Question of Accumulations 
_ An accident company doing business 
in Texas has advised the department 
that one of its accumulation policies has 
been in force for five years, and that 
it now has the full 50 percent accu- 
mulation, and that the policyholder de- 
sires to have his insurance written 
under another form, and wishes to have 
the accumulations transferred to the 
new form. A ruling was made last fall 
by which accumulations were declared 
discriminatory and were forbidden. 
Policies already in force were allowed 
by the supreme court to run the term 





— 
of their contract. The query of the 
company will be referred to the attor- 
ney-general. The department is dis- 
posed to consider the new policy a new 
contract, on which the accumulations 
could not be granted. 





American Mortgage Meeting 

A meeting of the directors of the 
American Mortgage Company was held 
last week in Chicago, at which S. E. 
Dooly, of the general agency firm of 
Davenport & Dooly, of Portland, Ore., 
was elected a director. Mr. Dooly is 
vice-president of the Hibernia Savings 
Bank and of the Oregon Surety & 
Casualty. Among those present at the 
meeting were Carl Sturhahn, United 
States manager of the Rossia; Bert M. 
Carvalho, United States manager of the 
Fire Reinsurance of Paris; William C. 
Schiede, manager of the Prussian Life 
of Berlin, and W. H. Sale, manager of 
the Reinsurance Company of Vienna. 





ECHO OF CHADWICK DEALS 

The operations in high finance con- 
ducted by Mrs. Cassie Chadwick were re- 
called a few days ago when the United 
States Fidelity & Guaranty paid into the 
common pleas court at Elyria, Ohio, $22,- 
875 in satisfaction of the bond furnished 
for A. B. Spear, cashier of the Citizens 
National Bank of Oberlin, which was 
wrecked as a result of her work. Spear 
pleaded guilty to embezzlement in Cleve- 
land and was sent to the penitentiary. The 
amount named represents the bond and 
interest from the time suit was instituted. 
The money will be distributed to the 
stockholders of the bank who were as-

Business Men’s Accident, Kansas City—

est business for September will be chosen 
as first president, and thereafter the 
agent writing the largest annual business 
will be honored with that position.

The 
indications are that the gross annual in- 
come for this year will be approximately 
$200,000. 





Charitable Institutions Liable 

Recent decisions of the supreme 
courts of Wisconsin and Illinois, to the 
effect that charitable and semi-charit- 
able institutions, including hospitals, 
may be held liable for accidents hap- 
pening to patients and employes, have 
opened a new field for liability insur- 
ance. C. G. Alexander of the Chicago 
office of the Fidelity & Casualty, so far 
as known, was the only man to see the 
opportunity, and all the hospitals in 
Illinois have been solicited and a large 
proportion have been lined up. The 
institutions are facing a liability and 
quite a number of suits have been 
brought against hospitals for good- 
sized amounts. The Fidelity & Cas- 
ualty has drawn up two special policies, 
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covering liability to patients, and to 
employes under compensation. A pro- 
portionate rate has_ been calculated, 
varying according to the size of the 
hospital. During the past week a Min- 
nesota court has ruled that employes 
of a semi-charitable institution may 
claim compensation for injuries, and 
other states may be expected to follow. 
As the premium on each hospital runs 
to $200 to $400, a considerable source 
of income has been opened up. 


GENERAL QUITS ASSOCIATION 
——— Agency Resigns from Organi- 
za 


on of Casualty Underwriters 
After Charges Are Filed 








The resignation of the Meeker-Mag- 
ner Company, Chicago general agent of 
the General Accident, as a member of 
the Casualty Underwriters’ Association 
of Chicago was presented last week and 
promptly accepted. Several complaints 
of violation of rules had been lodged 
with the association against the 
Meeker-Magner Company and it failed 
to send a representative to the meet- 
ings called for the purpose of consid- 
ering these complaints. There was 
talk of this action two weeks ago, but 
as late as Thursday of last week it 
was hoped that differences could be 
satisfactorily adjusted. 


Within the past few weeks several com- 
panies have lost large risks to the Gen- 
eral Accident. In some cases the assured 
is said to have canceled at short rates 
in order to make the change and charges 
of rate infractions were made to the as- 
sociation. Some of the members of the 
association state that unless the General 
Accident is willing to follow the manual 
they would rather have it outside of the 
association than in. 

It will be recalled that several months 
ago the General Accident retired from 
membership in the Workmen's Compensa- 
tion Service & Information Bureau. Its 
Chicago representatives did not formally 
retire from the Chicago local organiza- 
tion, although they seldom or never at- 
tended its meetings. They claimed that 
they were getting the manual liability 
rates, and that therefore there was no 
occasion for their resigning from the lo- 
cal association. 

When the Illinois workmen's compensa- 
tion law went into effect, the Chicago as- 
sociation was practically reorganized. 
The conference companies joined it with- 
out exception. Of the nonconference 
companies the Royal Indemnity and the 
Globe Indemnity immediately joined 
through their Chicago branch offices. Mor- 
rison & Blew, who had but recently be- 
come general agents of the Massachu- 
setts Bonding, agreed to join if the 
Meeker-Magner Company would do so. 
The superintendent of the Hiability de- 
partment of the General Accident came 
on from New York to the meeting and 
under his advice the Meeker-Magner Com- 
pany joined. Since then, however, an 
officer of the agency company has ex- 
pressed the belief that the company 
would have done better to remain outside 
and free to make its own rates as it re- 
garded manual rates under some classifi- 
cations unreasonable. 

It is impossible to tell whether the re- 
tirement of the General from the asso- 
ciation will make any marked difference 
in the local situation. There has been 
nonconference competition right along, 
and it remains to be seen whether the 
addition of one company to the nonco- 
operating list will have any serious effect. 
In view of the fact that after Oct. 1 
companies will issue workmen's compen- 
sation policies with unlimited liability, 
some of the casualty men think all non- 
conference companies will be obliged to 
epee in order to get reinsurance for 
their Hability in excess of $25,000 under 
one policy. 





National Surety Meeting 

The general agents’ convention of the 
National Surety will be held on Thurs- 
day and Friday of this week at the 
home office in New York City. A straw 
vote was taken among the general 
agents of the company, as to where 
they wished the meeting to be held, and 
they were almost unanimous in select- 
ing New York. Last year the meet- 
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ing was held at the Whitehall Club, in 
the Whitehall building on lower Broad- 
way, and was such a success that most 
of the members voted to duplircate the 
plan this year. 





Entering More States 


The New England Casualty of Bos- 
ton has applied for admission to Cali- 
fornia and is making plans to enter 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, North Dakota, 
and Colorado. Since increasing its 
capital to $1,000,000 in the spring, the 
company has been making considerable 
additions to its field of operations. 
The company writes fidelity and surety 
bonds and the main casualty lines, ex- 
cept steam boiler and fly wheel. 





MOTORCYCLES CAUSE CLAIMS 


Accident Companies Not Looking for 
Business Among Riders of the 
Speedy Machines 


Accident underwriters are beginning 
to steer clear of users of motorcycles, 
even though used only for pleasure. 
Some companies are making an extra 
charge, and one company at least, has 
placed motorcyclists upon the pro- 
hibited list, and will not write them 
under any conditions. 

For instance, the Standard Accident 
charges an extra premium of $2 a 
$1,000 on all classifications above me- 
dium. No charge is made for classifi- 
cations below medium. If a clause is 
attached eliminating any accident from 
the use of a motorcycle from the pro- 
visions of the policy, no charge is 
made. The American Fidelity has re- 
cently decided to charge an extra pre- 
mium of $1 per $1,000 when a motor- 
cycle is used more than occasionally. 
The Preferred Accident refuses to 
write motorcyclists. Other accident 
underwriters are declining risks where 
it is known that the applicant is using 
a motorcycle. 

The high speed and light weight of 
the machines make their use extremely 
hazardous. The automobile does not 
offer nearly the hazard. It is a prac- 
tice among motorcyclists to attempt to 
pass everything on the road, and they 
usually succeed, and the recklessness 
of the riders makes accident at some 
time almost certain. 











Accidents Are Reported 


In the two weeks the Michigan 
compensation law has been in effect a 
score of accidents have been reported 
to the accident board at Lansing. A 
number of them were such that under 
the old law the employer would not 


have been liable. Some of them fol- 
low: 


At the Solvay Process Company Mike 
Kiria was working in a quarry. A steam 
shovel dipper struck a small charge of 
dynamite which had missed fire in a blast 
of Aug. 21. Kiria was considerably cut 
and his liver was injured. It was the 
first accident of the kind in the quarry 
and there was no way to prevent it. 

At the plant of Dodge Brothers, De- 
troit, Fred Schneider, a repair man, was 
holding a tie pin. A fellow workman 
was driving it, the hammer slipped and 
hit him on the thumb, smashing it. Un- 
der the old law the fellow servant de- 
fense could have been pleaded. 

In the Illuminating Engineering Com- 
pany’s plant P. Clare Moore was standing 
at the top of a ladder holding a live wire. 
To steady himself he took hold of a 
water pipe causing a_ short. circuit 
through his body. A live wire cannot be 
guarded better than was the wire in this 
case. Moore suffered badly burned hands 
and a wrenched back as a result of his 
fall from the ladder. 

At the Cadillac motor car plant Joseph 
Garney received a foreign substance in 
an eye, blown in with dust from an un- 
known source. 

In the Sullivan packing plant Joseph 
Marschick was pushing a truck on an 
elevator. It jarred the weight on the 
guard gate, breaking the rope and per- 
mitting the gate to fall. It hit on the 
forehead, giving bad cuts and a damaged 
nose. 





ANOTHER ACCIDENT CONTEST 


The Travelers will again pit its various 
branch offices against each other in an 
end-of-the-year contest for accident busi- 
ness. Two such contests have been held 
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and Chicago has come out winner each 
time. The Chicago branch is now making 
preparations to win again. At the regu- 
lar Monday morning agents’ meeting next 
week two teams will be organized for an 
intra-office contest, similar to that of 
last year. J. E. Sutton, who led the 
Chanticleers to victory last year, will 
h the same team this year and the 
Bull Dogs will again be captained by F. 
A. Bentley. The contest will begin next 
week and last through the following 
twelve weeks. It is expected that be- 
tween $5,000 and $6,000 in new accident 
premiums will be written weekly by the 
men connected with the Chicago branch. 


Connecticut General’s Travel Policy 


The Connecticut General is issuing 
a special travel policy for $5,000, to 
sell at $5, accumulating at 5 percent 
annually for five years. It is issued 
only in the one amount to male per- 
sons between ages 18 and 70, paying 
$25 per week while totally disabled for 
200 weeks, and $12.50 while partially 
disabled for a period not exceeding 
26 weeks. The face of the policy is 
paid for loss of life, both hands or both 
feet, both eyes, and one hand and one 
foot. One-half the face is paid for 
loss of either hand or foot, and $1,666 
for loss of one eye. It also pays doc- 
tors’ bills for accidental injuries which 
do not disable up to $25, and covers 
up to $100 the expense of placing the 
insured in care of friends if accident 
— him unable to communicate with 
them. 


Makes Ugly Charge 

Detroit, Mich., Sept. 18.—(Special.) 
—Representatives of certain ‘manufact- 
urers who attended the hearing before 
the Workmen’s Compensation Accident 
Board at Lansing yesterday afternoon 
practically charged the board with col- 
lusion with liability insurance agents 
to hoist rates unfairly and thus mulct 
the manufacturers. They are evidently 
sore because the board demands a bet- 
ter guarantee than their own solvency 
that they will pay compensation claims. 
John B. Corliss, ex-congressman, at- 
torney for the Detroit United Railway 
and general counsel for a manufactur- 
ing concern, in which he holds stock, 
made the most direct accusations. He 
said: 

“Apparently the insurance companies 
are afraid of this law. I hate to make any 
such charge, but it seems clear to me 
that they are trying to rob us because 
they think they can. They are apparently 
of the opinion that we need ’em and must 
have ’em. 

“The firm I am interested in has been 
in business for twenty-five years. The 
total loss we have sustained in that time 
by accident to employes would not exceed 
what the insurance companies ask for one 
year’s protection. That is the reason most 
employers want to carry their own risks. 
I question the authority of this board 
under the act which created it to refuse 
to accept any company’s request to 
carry its own risk. My company sent 
a statement of its financial standing to 
the commission, but our offer to carry 
our own risk was refused. We were 
asked to carry some other kind of in- 
surance.” 





Future in Doubt 

New York, Sept. 18—(Special).—The 
future of the Empire State Surety is 
not yet definitely decided, though the 
idea prevalent here is that the com- 
pany will liquidate. There is no an- 
nouncement either way from officers of 
the company. 


National Accident Banquet 

The annual field men’s banquet of 
the National Accident of Lincoln, Neb., 
was held recently. The dinner was 
served at the New Lindell Hotel. Fol- 
lowing the menu an agency meeting 
was in order and various problems of 
the business were discussed. 








Hungry for Business 

W. D. Coles, referee in bankruptcy 
in St. Louis, has rebuked a certain St. 
Louis surety man for his efforts to- 
wards “cinching” the writing of the 
bond on the trustee in bankruptcy of 
the Southern Hotel Company. The 
surety man canvassed the creditors of 
the company to get their votes for a 
man who had promised him the busi- 
ness. When the case came before 





Referee Coles, the tactics of the agent 
became known, and the referee called 
the action unethical, and said that such 
practices would not be tolerated in his 
court. The appointment went to C. B. 
Allen, the bond being for $100,000. Such 
a scramble for the business ensued that 
Mr. Allen preferred to stay away from 
his office for a few days, and the busi- 
ness has not yet been written. 





F. & C. Managers Meeting 

New York, Sept. 18—(Special).—The 
second annual convention of general 
agents and resident managers of the 
Fidelity & Casualty will be held at the 
home office Oct. 21-23. Details of the 
program are not yet complete, but 
Superintendent Allan J. Ferres is pre- 
paring to entertain about 125. The 
convention program will include ad- 
dresses by the heads of all depart- 
ments and the entertainment program 
will consist of a theater party and ban- 
quet. 

The Resident Managers and General 
Agents Association will hold its sec- 
ond annual meeting on the closing day. 
Its present officers are Edward Grif- 
fith, president; Wade Fetzer, vice- 
president; Charles L. Nelson, secre- 
tary-treasurer.

SUES AGENTS FOR LIBEL 

Trouble between the Employers’ Indem- 
nity of Philadelphia and its former agents 
at Lexington, Ky., W. B. Respass & Co., 
has culminated in a suit for $30,000 dam- 
ages for libel being filed by the insur- 
ance company against the agency.

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MOTOR INSURANCE NEWS 
MOORE TO REVOKE LICENSES 





Says Companies Are Violating Law in 
Issuing Present Forms of Auto- 
mobile Policies 





Superintendent Moore of Ohio 
threatens to revoke the licenses of 
companies that persist in issuing some 
of the present forms of automobile 
policies. He has sent a letter to all 
companies advising them of his atti- 
tude and asking them to give him their 
word as to their intentions. It would 
appear from this letter that he does not 
believe fire and marine companies can 
write property damage liability insur- 
ance any more than casualty companies 
can write fire, explosion or lightning, 
under the guise of use insurance. He 
further says that he would welcome 
amendments to the law which would 
permit of complete coverage contracts, 
His letter follows: 


Complaint has been made to this de- 
partment that companies authorized by 
law to write insurance against accidents 
to property from cause other than fire or 
lightning are writing so-called combina- 
tion automobile insurance policies, where- 
in they undertake to insure against “loss 
of use” and “consequential damage” oc- 
casioned by fire and lightning as well as 
other causes. This department has ruled 
that such companies had no right to issue 
such insurance. 


Coverage Under Fire Policies 


At the request of one of such com- 
panies, the question was submitted to the 
attorney-general of this state, who ap- 
proved such ruling. 

Complaint was thereupon made to this 
department by some of these companies 
that fire insurance companies were writ- 


ng: 

1. Collision damage insurance on auto- 
mobiles. 

2. Property damage liability insurance 
on automobiles. 

. Use and occupancy insurance on all 
kinds of property. 

The department, therefore, desires to 
notify insurance companies of either of 
such classes, engaged in the business of 
writing insurance in this state, that it is 
unlawful for any company to write in- 
surance, either upon automobiles or upon 
any other class of property, against loss 
or damage arising from any cause other 
than the particular cause or class of 
causes covered by its respective license; 
that to insure against “loss of use or 
occupancy” or other consequential dam- 
age, if such loss or damage be occasioned

by a cause against loss or dam from 
which such company is not permitted to 
insure, is simply an.evasion of the law; 
and that the permission, granted by the 
law and by such company’s license, is to 
insure not against any particular kind 
of loss or damage arising from any cause 
whatsoever, but rather against loss or 
damage arising from certain specific cause 


or causes. 
Classified by Law 


Insurance companies authorized to in- 
sure against loss or damage to property 
belong to two general classes: 

. One organized or admitted under 
paragraph 1, section 9510 of the general 
code is authori to insure property 
against loss or damage by fire, lightning 
and tornadoes and to make all kinds of 
insurance on property in the course of 
transportation. This class of companies 
can write no other insurance except that, 
where their charters permit, such com- 
panies may also write the insurance pro- 
vided for in section 9556 of the general 
code, which includes insurance against 
loss or damage by water, explosions and 
loss by theft of automobiles and their 
accessories. 

Companies of the other class are 
organized or admitted under paragraph 2, 
section 9510, and so far as insuring 
against property damage is concerned, 
may only insure against loss or damage 
resulting from accident to property from 
cause other than fire or lightning. 


Pavors Complete Coverage 


The statutes upon this subject are so 
plain that this department can but feel 
that any attempt upon the part of an in- 
surance company to write insurance upon 
automobiles of a kind other than appro- 
priate to its particular class is inexcus- 
able as the law now stands. 

Personally, I would be glad if the law 
permitted the writing by any company of 
all kinds of automobile insurance, thus 
doing away with the necessity of an auto- 
mobile owner being compelled to carry 
several policies to protect his property, 
but this department does not make laws, 
it merely enforces them. 

Any attempt upon the part of any com- 
pany to write insurance not permitted 
to its respective class, will be considered 
by the department as a ground for the 
immediate revocation of its license. No 
further warning will be given. 

Please at once notify the department 
= your intention to comply with this rul- 
ng.

nois. 


NO THEFT ON BICYCLES 

Question—Is there any company writ- 
ing theft insurance on bicycles? 

Answer—There is no company accept- 
ing such business, as far as we know. 
The Royal is writing theft insurance on 
motorcycles in connection. with fire and 
other forms of indemnity provided in its 
complete coverage policy. 


INVITE ALL COMPANIES 


Letters inviting all companies writing 
theft insurance on automobiles to come 
into the new Automobile Protective and 
Information Bureau were sent out Tues- 
day. The membership fee is $50 and as 
soon as the organization gets in some 
money it will begin operations. Three cir- 
cular letters will be sent out on machines 
stolen from certain points. The first will 
go to police chiefs, garages and detective 
bureaus within a short radius, the second 


to similar people within a larger radius, 
and third to similar people within a still 
larger radius. Where these letters fail 
to bring results unrecovered machines will 
be listed in future letters, 


The Auotomobile Club of Southern Cal- 
ifornia is forming an interinsurance ex- 
change for carrying the automobile insur- 
ance of members.
